Gov. Foraker Removes the Cincin- 
nati Police Commissioners on 
Charges Preferred. 


A Righteous Act, for Which He Re- 
ceives Universal Commendation 


Regardless of Party. 


Startling Revelations at Cincinnati Re- 
garding the Late October Election

Cotumbus, O., Feb. 8.—{Special.}—Gov. For- 
aker performed an act today in the removal ot 
the Board of Police Commissioners in Cincin- 
nati that is hailed with delight by all persons 
(excepting those ip the pay of the Cincinnati 
gang), regardless of party. The iniquitous 
manner of conducting the public business in- 
duiged in by this body was so notorious that 
it tonight finds no defender, even among Dem- 
corats, who are lovers of fair piay and good 
government. The wanton style of overriding 
public opinion that was a peculiar thing 
with the board bas long been a source 
eof annoyance, and the brazen manner 
of using the Cincinnati police solely for the 
purpose of perpetuating the rule of the gang 
of that city was without excuse. The charges 
preferred by the Committee of One Hundred 
and the Law and Order Society were only the 
formulation of outrages upon public decency 
that were notorious. The action of the Gov- 
ernor today in formally deposing Mesers. 
Hawkins, Reis, and Stevens places the control 
of the Cincinnati police in the hands of Mayor 
Smith until the coming spring election, when a 
new board is to be elected. Just before the 
issuance of the official order E. Johnson, 
as counsel for the board, submitted a brief, in 
which the jurisdiction of the Governor was 
denied, and the claim set up that the judicial 
power to determine the case rested only in the 
courts. Commissioner Reis sent up his answer 
to the charge made by the Committee of One 


Hundred last night. Inthe main it was iden- 


tical with that filed by Commissioner Stevens. 
Astothe Mullen case, Mr. Reis pleads the 
previous good character of the man and his 
pardon by President Cleveland, which, 
he holds, biotted out the offense 
and restored him to all rights 
and privileges which he had formerly enjoyed, 
and that the Commissioners bad the right to 
consider Mullen, in his official relations, as if 
the offense of which be was convicted had 
never been charged against him.

STARTLING REVELATIONS AT CINCINNATI. 
Crvctnwatr, O., Feb. 38.—[Special.}—The 
Committee on Privileges and Elections of the 
Ohio House resumed in this city today its in- 
quiry into the October election frauds. Most 
of the evidence bas already been brought out, 
and in many cases from the same sources, 
the Committee of One Hundred. John Tos- 
ney, one of the judges in the notorious corrupt 
count in Precinct A, Ward Four, narrated the 
particulars of the count. The poll-books were 
not large enough, and foolscap paper was used 
for the overplus of names. Witness signed his 
own name and those of the other election offi- 
cers. The reason the seven in 725 was 
changed to nine was that just 200 straight 
Democratic tickets were found under the box 
after the count was finished, and they were 
added by putting a cipher on top of the seven. 
Witness did not know bow the tallies only show 
725 for a portion of the ticket and 925 for the 
balance; that was the clerk's business. 
John Birmingnam, another judge, was found 
too drunk to give intelligible testimony. The 
most sensational evidence given before the 
committee was that by Police Officer Evans. 
He took charge of the ballot-box of 
Precinct F. Ward Nine, after the close 
of the polls, and deposited it at 
the place of counting. He was summoned to 
the Enquirer office, and there met Col. M. L. 
Hawkins, Police Commissioner, who asked 
how things were going at the precinct. Wit- 
ness answered: We're beaten.”” Hawkins 
asked if it was too late to fix the matter up, 
and produced 100 tickets and told witness to 
give them to a man who would call for them 
at the counting-place. When witness got back 
only five or six tickets baad been counted. A 
stranger took the bundle of tickets, others 
attracted the attention of the Republican 
judge and clerk, and the stranger, shoving 
the voted tickets aside, put the tickets got 
at the office in their place on the 
table, „ taking a lot of tickets out of the 
ballot-box, handed them to witness, who slipped 
them in bis pocket and afterwards destroyed 
them. The tickets brought from the Enqvtrer 
office were counted, but only a sufficient num- 
ber were counted from the box to tally with 
the dial thereon, leaving quite a number un- 
counted in the box. 
The investigation will be resumed tomorrow. 


THE INDIAN BUTCHERS, 


STRONG FEELING IN ARIZONA AND NEW 
MEXICO AGAINST GERONIMO AND HIS 
GANG, AND THEIR PUNISHMENT WILL BE 


DEMANDED. 

Ex Paso, Tex., Feb. 3.—[Special.|}—The feel- 
ing in Arizona and New Mexico in favor of the 
summary execution of Geronimo, the Apache 
Chief, and the surviving members of his biood- 
thirsty band is rapidly growing into a demand. 
Reports received here from various portions 
of the two Territories depredated by these sav- 
ages plainly indicate that the people are deep- 
ly roused and will oppose the usual course 
pursued by the military authorities in allowing 
renegades to return to their reservations un- 
punisbed. They willdemand that the same 
punishment be meted out to Geronimo 
and his followers as Riel and his lead- 
ing maicontents received at the hands of 
the Canadian Government. Petitions will be 
sent to Washington insisting that Geronimo 
and his followers be tried for murder under 
the local laws of the Territories wherein his 
crimes were committed. The dreaded Apache 
Chief evidently expects the same privileges ex- 
tended to him as were granted his predecessors. 
He bas faith in the humanity of Gen. Crook 
and other leading officers of the army. He has 
already been provided with clothing, is well fea 
and cared for, and has expressed a desire to be 
returned to the San Carlos Reservation as soon 
as possible. Careful estimates place the num- 
ber of seitlers who were butchered by these 
incarnate fiends during their last raids at 170. 
Many of the killed were women, baving bighly 
respectable connections’ in the East. Mrs. 
Reater, who was outraged and then butchered 
near Deming, was once a Jeading society lady 
in Sedalia, Mo. If the people of New Mexico 
and Arizona are permitted to bave their way, 
Geronimo and his foliowers will hang. 

The reports received here from the Territo- 
ries of New Mexico and Arizona represent that 
the feeling existing there is intensely bitter 
against the Mexicans in consequence of the 
killme of Capt. Crawford, one of the 
most popular Indian fighters in the 
army, by Mexican troopers. The belief is 
general that Crawford's command was pur- 
posely attacked and its commander needlesly 
Killed. The feeling among Americans here and 
among the troops stationed at Camp Rice is 
also very bitter, and was augmented today by 
the arrival of a paper from the City 
of Chihuahua containing the report of 
the commanding officer of the Mexican troops 
whioh attacked Crawford's command The re- 
port sustains the assertion of Lieut. Maus, who 
has always claimed that the reckless stupidity 
and disregard of the international regulations 
caused the attack on the American forces. The 
report appears in the Hstada de Chihuahua, and 
is as follows: 

The lith inst. we reached the camp called Toe- 
par or Sierre del Barrs, where We combated a great 
number of tame and wild Indians—probably over 
200—ied by foreign (United States) officers and 
over twenty soldiers of the same kind, who ex- 
hibited themselves. The fire lasted for one 
hour and a balf, killing four of us— 
Maj. Manrico Corredar, Lieut. Juan de Lacruz, and 
Privates Martiniano Madrid and Luzestrude. 
Aiso four were wounded. Our opponents lost a 
Captain, four dead, and three wounded. The 
moment was a serious one, and our safety 
was due to the war fiag of the United 
States, to which they pretended to belong. 
After their Captain died I acceded to their terms 
for the reason given, though they displayed not a 
sign of legality, as was evinced as much by their 
strategy as by the different animals which they 
brought, and which 1 bring to prove they were 
stolen at this place, Today, at the earliest possi- 
ble moment, 1 will start for your city. All of 
which I have the honor to communicate to you for 
your information. — SANTA ANNA PERZE,

An Interesting Debate at the Nine- 
teenth Century Olub upon Re- 
ligion in Colleges.

New York, Feb. 3.—(| Special. |—At the meet- 
ing of the Nineteenth Century Club this even- 
ing a great question was up for discussion and 
two prominent speakers were to debate it. 
The question was, What Place Should 
Religion Have in a College The speakers 
were President Charles W. Eliot of Har- 
vard and President James McOosh of 
Princeton. The President of the club, 
Cortlandt Palmer, briefly explained the nature 
of the theme of the evening, and said that Dr. 
Mecosb represented the denoMinational col- 


‘lege and President Eliot the neutral institution. 


He then introduced Dr. Eliot. President 
Eliot said that his point of view was 
that of one who believed that the unsectarian 
college was the most useful but by no means 
the only useful kind in the country with no 
established church and no dominant sect. He 
noted three types of American colleges, dis- 
tinguished by their different religious policies. 
The thoroughgomg denominational college 
required ail the teachers and students to con- 
form to its rites and observances and attend 
its worsbip.. At such a college there was no 
toleration of other faiths or rituals. A way of 
using these colleges which would minimize 
all objections would be to send boys thither 
from the age of 15 to 18 or 19, and then 
send them to a college where all denominations 
meet. Secondly, the commonest type of Amer- 
ican college, the semi-denominational. The 
position of such a @pliege in regard to religion 
becomes doubtful. The gradual transforma- 
tion of a denominational college into a more 
comprehensive institution is an inevitable and 
biameless process. Thirdly, the unsectarlan 
college, such as Harvard—students free to go 
anywhere to huren or nowhere. The advan- 
tages of this kind of college are that a volun- 
tary activity in religious matters is stimu- 
lated while no attack is made on the 
student’s faith. It suffers from the dis- 
advantage of not having the entire 
confidence and support of any denomination, 
and hence suffers a loss in power. It appears 
to be indifferent to religion, though it is not. 
Certain general principles might be applied to 
all colleges. Respect should be inculcated for 
religion in itself and all its instituted forms. 
President Eliot repeated his beliet that no one 
had yet found out how to teach morality with- 
out religion. 

Dr. McCosh then said that he wished it spe- 
cially to be understood that he stood up reso- 
lutely for the rights of conscience. He wanted 
no student to be required to attend religious 
instruction against the will of his parents if he 
was under age, or against his own will if he was 
ofage. Dr. McCosh divided colleges into two 
classes—first, those which proposed to givea 
place of importance to religion; and, second, 
those which did not profess to take any serious 
interest in divine things. He argued in 
favor of the retention of religion in colleges 
on two groupds—first, the benefit to the com- 
munity; and, second, to the individuals. 
The President of Harvard bad described the 
typical university as unsectarian. This was 
but a negative phrase. Over the gates of 
suen a university might be written: All 
knowledge imparted here except religion.” 
It religion is not honored in a college 
every one acquainted with human nature 
knowa what will be the prevailing spirit among 
the students. The floating sentiments would 
crystallize into agnosticiem, and the great 
body of young men settle down into the con- 
viction that nothing can be known 
of God, President Eliot believed in 
religious training in elementary schools. If it 
was needed, how much more was it needed at 
the critical period of a young man’s life when 
he was in college? Dr. McCosh had no fear 
that any attempt would be made to drive 
religion out of a college, but it looked 
as if some were preparing to let 
it die out. It would be a serious day when any 
colleges announced that they must give up try- 
ing to maintain religion. He hoped the discus- 
sion might aid in bringing the churches to a 
realization of their duty in the matter. 

When Dr. McCosh bad finished President 
Eliot was allowed fifteen minutes in which to 
respond. He spoke briefly, asserting that 
when he said morality could not be taught 
without religion he meant something different 
by religion from what Dr. McCosh understood 
by it. While he respected the doctor’s beliefs, 
be should be sorry to have his own sons taught 
the m. 

FIVE MEN ARE MISSING. 

At 6:30 this evening the tugboat Blanche 
Kate, while towing a railroad float up the North 
River, ran into a rowboat attached to the Aus 
trian oorvet Donau, lying off the foot of 
West Twenty-sixth street. -The rowboat 
was under the command of Midship- 
man Karsch, and contained eleven 
men. The midshipman and four of 
the sailors are missing. Five were rescued by 
the tug and two others taken from the river by 
the tugboat Garrett. The rescued men were 
placed on board of the corvet, and the river 
ag arrested Capt. Habert of the Blanche 

ate. 

Capt. Hubert of the Blanche Kate, who is 
considered a trustworthy and reliable man, 
says he was towing upstream at flood tide. 
The driving storm rendered it impossible to see 
any distance ahead, and sounds were muffled by 
the same cause. He did not see the boatload 
of men till it was too late. He whistled for as- 
Ristance and did what he could to save the 
lives of the struggling men in the water. 

The circumstances that led up to the accident 
were as follows: In the afternoon Lieut. 
zende ordered the steam launch of the Donau 
to examine the anchorage fastenmgs at the 
bow and stern of the corvet. As the launch 
was steaming around the vessel her engines 
got out of order and she drifted with the tide. 
Seeing the dangerous predicament of the 
launch the Lieutenant ordered Karsch to take 
the long boat anc eleven men and go to the as- 
sistance of the launch. They had got the 
launch in tow when they were run down by 
the tug. 

TWO DYNAMITE EXPLOSIONS. 

At 2:20 o'clock this morning the powder- 
house of Shanley, Sarreil & Co. exploded at 
Shaft No. 22 of the new aqueduct on the Ford- 
bam Landimg Road, shattering a boarding 
shanty and severely injuring two men. Michael 
McGuinness, who was in charge of the powder 
house, is missing. The cause of the explosion 
ig unknown. The damage is small. The shock 
was felt for a radius of many miles in all direc- 
tions, and the damage to the surrounding 
neighborhood was beavy. There were in 
the shanty 250 pounds of what 
is known as ‘“forcite.” The building 
was blown into fragments, it being difficuit to 
find a piece of it as much as a foot long. Frag- 
ments of the stone were found several hundred 
feet away. Three boarding-shanties at some 
distance away in which about torty 
laborers, mostly and talians, 
were sleeping were wrecked and the 
occupants unceremoniously tumbled out of 
their beds. Nothing except the flimsy charac- 
ter of the structures saved serious loss of life. 
Only one person was seriously hurt. McGinnis 
bas not been seen since, nor bas the 
least trace of his remains ‘been dis- 
covered.

The drivers and conductors on the Fourth 
avenue, Broadway, and Sixth avenue surface 
roads are disappointed in the new time-tables, 
which purport to give taem but twelve hours’ 
work per day. The men have not kept their 
dissatisfaction secret, but during the 
last week they have sent committees 
to the Superintendents of the Sixth and Fourth 
Avenues and Broadway lines. The committee 
of Broadway drivers waited again on Superin- 
tendent Newell at noon today with a petition 
for shorter hours, and with an intima 
tion that if 1% was not granted they 
would be obliged to strike. Mr. Newell 
told them that he had gone as far in acceding 
to their demands as he was authorized to go by 
the company, and, in his opinion, as far as the 
company would go. As the men are now affili- 
ated with the Knights of Labor. they feel 
strong enough to make the fight if necessary. 

An order was issued tonight to the drivers 
and conductors on the Sixth and Seventh Ave- 
nue and the Broadway Horse-Car Roads to 
„strike before daybreak.’’ Ik tue order is 
obeyed, and the men aff are sworn 
obedience, about 1,700 conductors, drivers, 
other railroad employé will drop brakes and 
punches and refuse to work at 4:30 Thursday 
morning.

FATHER RITCHIE’S LATEST TROUBLE. 

St. Ignatius’ Protestant Episcopal Church, in 

West Fortieth street, and its rector, tne Rev. 
Arthur Ritchie, formerly of Chicago, were be- 
fore the public some months ago by rea- 
son of their apparent Komanist tend- 
encies, and for a time it was feared 
the church would sever its connection with 
the Episcopalians. Assistant Bishop Potter 
bad difficulty in settling the matter satisfacto- 
rily for all concerned. The trouble has seem- 
ingly broken out again, and prominent people 
in the councils of the church have for a day 
or two been discussing Father Ritchie's 
ways. The latest difficulty seems to be 
that Father Ritchie has been of late 
saying requiem masses for the repose of the 
souls of the dead. This the low churchmen, or 
evangelical party, in the church regarded as 
contrary to the canons or laws of the church as 
laid down in the prayer-book. Father Ritchie 
in explanation, says that the requiem masses 
are nothing more than communion services, 
and that the only difference between them is 
that usually the congregation takes part in the 
service, while at St. Ignatius’ the masses are 
said or performed by the priest and his assist- 
ants. 
Bishop Potter denied bimself to reporters to- 
day, but it is understood that he will en- 
deavor to persuade the high-church Episcopa- 
Hans of St. Ignatius’ to keep a little 
further from the line of Roman Catholt- 
cism. In the event of aie refusal 
to comply with this request the matter 
will be laid befo the College of Bishops. 
Father Ritchie and his congregation have the 
support of all high churchmen, but this fac- 
tion is said to be made up of but a small part 
of Protestant Episcopalians. 

DR. ROGERS MAKES AN EXPLANATION. 

Dr. Rogers, the promoter of the Pan-Electrio 
Telephone scheme, has been interviewed by a 
correspondent in Washington. He says that 
his object in letting statesmen in on 
the ground floor of the enterprise 
was simply to give force and charac 
ter to it. He never expected National 
legislation in his behalf, and he says that Sen- 
ator Harris told him that if the matter ever 
came before the Senate he would decline to 
vote, The doctor wanted his son to hold 
the position of apitel Electrician in 
order that he might carry on his ex- 
periments at the Government's expense. 
He biames Garland and other “bed rock 
stockholders for not helping to procure a mas- 
nificent charter for the company instead of 
developing into mere patent agents,“ and 
pocketing over 50 per cent from all State richtd 
The doctor says that the company has only 
made about $50,000 so far, which falls quite 
short of his gorgeous dream, embracing the 
duplication of the East India Company. 

SIMPLY A LITTLBS TRICK. 

George G. Herman, one of the most promi 
nent members of the Produce Exchange, posted 
a notice at the exchange today announcing 
that he was unable to pay bis creditors.

He is 
charged with hypothecating $145,000 worth of 
bonds of the Georgetown & Lane MRail- 
road Company placed in the bauk of which he 
was President by the Bethlehem (Pa.) Iron 
Company. Efforts for his extradition had 
been on foot for some time past. Roberts was 
arraigned in court later and pieaded not guilty, 
with the privilege of withdrawing bis plea and 
demurring to the indictment. The court fixed 
his bail at $10,000, which he furnished.

CUT-THROAT COOLIES. 


Details of the Mutiny on Board the 
American Vessel Frank N, ' 
Thayer. 


Capt. Clarke Displayed Wonderful 


Heroism, but His Supporters 
Acted Cowardly. 


The Terrible Experience of Mrs. Clarke 


and Her Child— The Arrival in 
London. 


PLYMOUTH, Feb. 3.—{Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.|—Tue Tarsune has al- 
ready been informed of the burning of the ship 
Frank N. Thayer of 1,592 tons register. Last 
night the Union Company’s steamer German, 
from the Cape, arrived here with 

particulars. The steamer  touch- 
at St. Helena, the officers 
interyiewed Capt. Robert K. Clarke of the 
burned ship, who had previously arrived at 
Jamestown, St. Helena, in an open boat with 
bis wife and a child of 10 and the sur 
vivors of his crew, four of whom were 
disabled by wounds. The Captain and the 
crew had just finished celebrating New-Year's 
Day, when at midnight, wulle the ship was 700 
miles southeast of St. Helena, two Indian 
coolies, who were walking along the deck, sud- 
dently turned and stabbed the first and second 
mates, The second mate fell down dead instant- 
ly and his fellow-officer died three hours later. 
Capt. Clarke was in his cabin at the time. He 
ran up the companionway, and on reaching the 
top was stabbed in the head and seized by the 
throat. He struck out with all his might, 
bitting his assailant between the 
The fellow continued backing 
at the Captain, and in the struggle the 
two gradually went down the stairs, when the 
Captain slipped in the blood which streamed 
from his side and fell headlong into the 
cabin. The cooly evidently thought his victim 
was dead, and left him. Clarke at once 
armed himself with a revolver and locked him- 
self in his cabin, so as to protect himself, wife, 
and child from what he conceived to be a sud- 
den mutiny among the crew. He heard 
1 man floundering on the stairs 
and opened the door and expected 
to get a shot at a cooly, but saw a white man 
instead. He covered him with the revolver, de- 
manding: What is the matter?” The poor 
panic-stricken fellow cried, 0, hide me, 
Captain! Hide me, Captain!“ Fearing treach- 
ery and now unable to stand from the loss of 
blood, the Captain sat down on the 
mat in the corner of his cabin, 
whence he could command both doors with hig 
revolver, and Mrs. Clarke, who throughout be- 
haved with admirable oougage. began to stanch 
his wounds. The two coolies now appeared at 
the cabin window and broke it in. Capt. 
Clarke fired two shots and both the coolies 
beat aretreat, doubtless much surprised at find- 
ing the Captain alive. 

To the Captain and his wife (their child was 
happily sieeping) the minutes seemed hours. 
It is impossible to conceive a more terrible sit- 
uahop. Shortly afterward ashriek announced 
the murder of the man at the wheel. Another 
shriek showed the carpenter had sbared a sim- 
Har fate. Of this the cook, a Chinaman, 
was a trombiing and helpless eye-witness, 
About 5 o’clock in the morning another death- 
yell was heard by the gloomy oecupants of the 
cabin, the two cooles having slain hird 
cooly who had been their chum all the voyage, 
thus leaving no one alive on deck but the 
Chinaman, who narrates that the murderers 
had barricaded the forecastie from outside. 
Within were the ten men who arrived at James- 
town in the boat. 

Later Capt. Clarke felt a little stronger, and, 
placing bis revolver in the bands of the man 
who ran to him for protection, the two made a 
reconnaissance and found the two coolies 
armed with kutves lasbed to the ends of long 
sticks to burl at any one who appeared 
at the ekylights, which were the only points of 
observation from the cabin. After several at- 
tempts they succeeded in shooting one cooly 
dead and wounding the other, who, seeing the 
game was up, jumped into the sea. It 
was then discovered that the 
was on fire. As 
could have had no motwe in firing the ship, 
the Captain thinks it was due to some care- 
lesness of theirs. A cargo of hemp had been 
taken on board at Manila, from whence the 
ship sailed, bound for New York, Oct. 31. 

After the disappearance of the second cooly 
the Captain liberated the men from the fore- 
castle. They found it impossible to put out 
the fire, and, hastily putting some food in the 
long-boat, they launched in calm weather. 
Mrs. Clarke, the child, and the wound- 
ed were as well cared for as they 
could be under the circumstances. The 
boat was steered for St. Helena. The seamen 
and the two officers killed on deck were left 
behind. The survivors had no doubt from 
their having seen the flames hourg after they 
left the ship that the vessel was totally de- 
stroyed. The Captain is puzzied to know what 
possible object there was tor the murderous 
mutiny. 

THE ARRIVAL IN LONDON, 

Lonpon, Feb, 3—Midnight.—|Via Maockay- 
Bennett Cable to The Tribune.]—Capt. Clarke, 
his wife, and daughter, who is a bright little 
girl 9 years old, have just arrived in London 
from Plymouth. He remains bere a little while 
for medical assistance, and then proceeds to 
New York to report to his owners. He says 
the two murderers were taken on board 
at the last moment. They were 
real types of Malays. He says the 
crew were cowards. They could have fought 
at the time of onslaugbt. The carpenter whe 
was killed was named Booth; the first mate, 
Holmes; the second mate, Davies: the lookout- 
man, Serran; while the man at the wheel 
was named Maloney. The Captain was 
wounded in the breast 80 that 
his left lung protruded. He says he could not 
get the men out of their cowardiy retreat un- 
til the smoke came out of the hold. He re- 
mained in sight of the ship until she was fully 
consumed. The wounded men are in a hospital 
at St. Helena and the others are in charge of 
the American Consul. 

Several of the morning papers comment at 
length upon the mutiny, which, as the Times, 
in the course Of a column editorial, says as 
elements of dramatic completeness, terror, and 
grim romance.“ Another paper says the moral 
of the story is that Captains on long voyages 
should not take a mixed crew, and never take 
Malays.

THE STRIKING COKEMAKERS’ TROUBLES~ 


| CONTRACT TO FURNISH THE NORTH mi- 


CAGO ROLLING-MILLS WITH COKE—¥INAN- 
CIAL EMBARRASSMENTS. 

MouNT PLEASANT, Pa., Feb. 3.—A train of 
eight emigrant coaches containing ninety-six 
imported laborers left Connelisville at mid- 
night. Delegations were dropped at Summit 
and Valley and the remainder brought to 
Standard. They were met by a police escort, 
and part of them put in a house while the re- 
mainder ocoupied the coaches for the night. 
No one was allowed to go near them. An at- 
tempt will be made to put them to work today. 

Reports received at noon today from the 
Standard works indicate that the foreign im- 
portation which arrived here at an early hour 
this morning bas already gone on a strike. The 
striking Hungarians captured some of the peo- 
ple and so impressed them with the existing 
trouble that they have refused to dig coal. 

CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., Feb. 3.—-Twenty of the 
striking miners of the coke region were evict- 
ed from the houses of the companies today, as 
their tenure was under ironclad leases. A fu- 
rious snow-storm was ra at the time. 
They were not compelled to remain out 
in the cold, however, being taken in 
by those who were not evicted. The 
condition of a few of the evicted families is 
pitiful, but in the wain they are well provided 
for, having been thrifty and laid by consider- 
able money. So far the Sheriffs of Westmore- 
land and Fayette Counties and their 
deputies have met with no _ resistanve. 
The ~ evictions thus far have deen 
confined to the leaders of the strike, a few 
being singlea out from each of the leading 
works. The evictions will become genera! to- 
morrow. The operators ciaim that the back- 
done of the strike is broken and that before the 
evictions become general the men wiil submit 
and return to work. The miners and coke 
drawers occupying bouses owned by the opera- 
tors say the greatest trouble the Connellsville 
coke region ever witnessed has oniy com- 
menced, and before they will submit blood 
will flow. No attempts have been made 
to evict any families at the larger works, where 
the greatest resistance and most violence bave 
been enacted. At such works as the Standard 
ahd Moorwood at Mt. Pleasant, where several 
thousand men, mostly Hungarians, are em- 
ployed, the houses are castles, containing men 
well armed. 

After evicting the families in this region to- 
day Sherift Sterling and deputies proceeded to 
the Valley Works, near Scottsdale, tonight, 
where they will commence the work of evic- 
tion again in the mornmge if the 
men in these works do not resume, 
It is not thought probable that 
they will. and then trouble will commence. 
The strikers are now centering their whoie 
fight on the works operated by the syndicate, 
which controls over half of the coke ovens in 
the region. A few individual operators and 
all the furnace operators have granted the 
advance. The syndicates have not 100 men 
at the works. There is considerable 
destitution among the strikers, mostly 
on account of fuel, as the operators will not 
allow them to mine coal enough to keep them 
from freezing, thinking by this means to force 
them into work. In some cases, where the 
men have torn down hog-pens and coal-houses 
tor fuel, suits will be instituted against them 
for damaging property. The demand for coke 
is now great, and furnaces and mills are shut- 
ting down all over the country for want of it. 

PitTssurG, Pa., Feb. 3.—[Special.}—It bas 
just come to light that the H. C. Frecke Coke 
Company has secured the contract for furnish. 
ing the North Chicago Rolling-Mills with coke, 
McClure & Co., also members of the syndicate, 
bave held this contract for the last ten years, 
It is said that the contract was secured through 
the influence of Mr. Andrew Carnegie, a large 
stockboilder in the Frecke Coke Company. The 
contract was made on the understanding, so it 
is said, that Mr. Potter and Mr. Carnegie would 
enter into a combination on steel rails, in which 
the Joliet Mill and the Union Milbat Milwaukee 
are interested. The North Uhicago manage- 
ment bought a large tract of land at Union- 
town on which 700 ovens were to be erected, 
but this has been abandoned. The new order 
goes into effect July 1.

Sr. Pat, Minn., Feb. 3.—[Special.|—The 
foe carnlva hac a grand demonstration today, 
with an even greater displa, of enthusiasm 
than that shown the opening of the season, 
Monday. The ocoasion was the reception of 
the loe King abd bis retinue this afternoon 
and his open court beld this evening in compa- 
py with bis Queen at Carnival Hall. His Royal 
Highness was impersonated by Gen. R. W. 
Jonuson, with Mrs. L. J. Brooks as the lee 
Queen. The King came in over the Manitoba 
Road by special train, arriving at 3 o'clock. The 
train. consisting of an engine and three coacbes, 
was covered with ico and snpw until it looked 
gs though constructed of those cold materials. 
All the winter clubs of the city and several 
from neighboring piaces turned out to meet 
Borealis Rex at the depot, making a magaifi- 
cent show. The day was also made as gay as 
a bolday in St. Paul, and the streets were 
crowed with citizens and visitors as they bave 
only been at rare intervals in the past. The 
weather was all that couid have been asked 
for. since the carnival began the temperature 
has ranged low, the mercury touching 26° be- 
low tbis morning, but te day bas 
been clear and the sun bright. This 
afternoon the thermometer recorded 11° below, 
but no d.scomforts seemed to have been ex- 
perienced by the parade or the many louking 
on. The Ice Kg was welcomed with elaborate 
ceremonies and splendid pomp as bis train 
pulled in at the foot.of Sibley street. The 
square about the Union Depot and streets 
leading to it were so packed with people that 
it was with difficuity that the organizations 
making up the line of march could move. The 
King was taken in hand when leaving bis car 
by the folowing committee of leading 
business men: Daniel H. Moon, Chairman; 
George L. Farwell, C. W. Hackett, W. B. Dean,

members of the committee all wore buffalo 
coats and red toques. His Majesty was es- 
corted to the sleigh, ** Nightingale,” to which 
were harnessed twelve white horses, and tak- 
ing a seat therein be was driven rapidly to the 
city-bali amid the cheers of the populace and 
fojowed by bis retinue in other sieigns. 
Mounted police parted the vast crowds through 
which his Majesty passed. The Nightingale” 


‘was periectiy covered with white robes, and 


the King was ciad in white furs, with a mam- 
motb fur bat. One end of his frozen white 
nose was all that was visible. On either side of 
his sleigh marched three polar bears, walking 


on their bind legs. Following the King’s sleigh 


came the court in closed sleighs. Ahead of 
him marched six mounted officers, the band, a 
piatoon of twerty-four police, and four colored 
bugiers mounted on black borses and ciad in 
black overcoats The Crescent Club came in 


on the royal train and had charge of their bag- 
Zuge. 


AT THE CITY-HALL 
The royal train and escort proceeded at once 


to the city-hall, where they met Mayor Rice

Mayor Rice extended to the Ice King the free- 
dom of the city with the following words:

The condition of the affairs 
of the city geveraliy is very good, and its sanitary 
condi and high moral tone superb. We are 
very proud of our police force, but your Majesty 
will greatiy please the Chief, John Clark. if you 
will aid bim in enforcing rigid discipiine. The 
blind pig bas made a disgraceful effort to gain a 
footing in ovr city. Please freeze him out. 
Also please make all citizens and non- 
resident lot-owners remove the snow from the 
sidewalks fronting their property, and if your 
Majesty will kindiy compel the Hon. John Roche, 
City Controller, tc print bis delinquent financial 
reports you will make the Hon. Peter Berkey the 
happiest citizen of St. Paul. Please do not inter- 
fere with the fire department at present. Itisa 
dangerous subject to handle and you might get 
your fingers burned; and please come again next 
winter. We will be happy to fete with you then. 
In the meantime we shail have to attend to the 

afeirs of business and routine duties. We 
feel honored by your presence and pray for your 
bealth and happiness. and a long continuance of 
the dynasty you have founded, 

As the Mayor ciosea be presented his Maj- 
esty with two gigantic golden keys on a suver 
ring: The King’s response was in these words: 


Wortuy Stpsects: Having heard of your 
Deautiful city, sitasted on the banks of the Missis- 
sippl, whose generous flow is augmented by the 
tribataries having their origin near the confines of 
our domain, thus forming a link to bind us to- 
gether ip a common brotherhood, I have long de- 
sired to visit you with a view to forming a closer un- 
jon. ] am surprised beyond expression by the prog- 
ress you bave made in the arts and sciences, at the 
growth of your beautiful city in population and 
wealth, the mental and physical development of 
your wen, the transcendent beauty of your 
women, the magnificent grandeur of your casties, 
public buildings, monuments, etc., but. above all, 
at the unanimity of your people in showing such 
marked attention and kindness to my royal party. 
When we return to ouricy bome we shail bear 
with us the best wishes for your continued pros- 
perity, and in succeed'ng years remember that the 
aurora which springs from my home and shoots its 
soft and gentle rays to the zenith. the throne of 
the Great Father, will carry to that throne my 
prayers and those of my royal housebold tor the 
richest biessings to rest upon your people forever.

The Windsor Club exhipit was one of the 
most beautiful in the provession. A large 
float, representing a toboggan, in which were 
seated avout thirty-five giris, wearing tne club 
uniform, was drawn by six borses, led by mem- 
bers of the club, while the fioat was surround- 
‘a by a guard of bunor. The float was taste 
fully draped in biue and white, the club colors, 
and in front was a large banner, upon which 
was embroidered the cross of St. George. 


THE ICE-KING’S COURT. 

The open court held by the Ice King and 
Queen this evening wasa tremendous crush, 
but au unqualified success. The Carnival Hall 
was specially decorated for the event. The 
throne was situated on the stage, and trom the 
ceiling alternate bands of gold, green, and 
white bunting were draped to it. The throne 
itself was of red, with a background of purple, 
draped jn the form of a fan, with a ‘gilt centre 
ornament. The walls back of the stage and 
around the room were bandsomely draped. The 
court was supposed to be in the days of 
Louis XIV. Tuere was a retinue of court maids 
and attendants, and the scene was one of truly 
regal splendor. The members of bis and her 
Majesty's suite were masked, but at 9 o’ciock 
these were removed. About 6.000 invitations 
to the recertion were issued. Clubs in unifo m 
were admitted as organizations, but otherwise 
au invitation and ticket were required. It was 
impossible for one-tenth of the turnout to gain 
admission tothe bail, and not all the uniformed 
clubs could find entrance. 

The principal streets were brilliantly lum 
nated ali the evening and made an admirable 
spectacle. The trains today brought in num- 
bers of visitors and among them many unt 
formed members of the clubs in the adjacent 
towns. The Northern Pacific train brought 
niuety-eigut uniformed members of the Brain- 
erd Toboggan Club. The ciub is accompanied 
by fifty ununiformed members and the Brain- 
erd Oornet Band. The club uniform is blue, 
with red stockings and toque. The St. George's 
Club of Winnipeg and the Winnipeg 
Snowshoe Club of the same city 
will arrive on the Manitoba train tomorrow 
morning. They will be given a royal recep- 
tion. The St. Paul St. George's Club is expect- 
ed toturn out en masse to meet them. The 
Duluth Club will not come untl Grand Army 
day. Tomorrow, like today, will be one of the 
three great days of the carnival. It will be 
“ Editors’ Day,” in honor of the meeting in 
this city of the Minnesota State Editoria! Asso- 
ciauon. The members of the association are 
now arriving in the city, and it is expected that 
not less than 150 will de in attendance. They 
will bave a short business meeting and wil! be 
ban ueted at the Merchants’ by the Chamber 
of Commerce. They will also secure a desire- 
bie point from wh.ch to view the parade and 
the assault upon the Ice Palace in the even- 


ing. 
THE ASSAULT ON THE PALACE. 

In the plan for the assault all spectators must 
be within the grounds at 8 o'clock. The at- 
tacking party will form on Minnesota street. 
Visiting snowsboers and the King wil be with- 
in the castle. Lines will be drawn about the 
castie by means of set torches, and the militia 
will guard these lines to keep beck the crowd. 
The paiace will be under tne command of the 
lce King, who will in person conduct the de- 
tense. The garrison will consist of from 600 to 
1.000 men. The Ice Km will arrive in com- 
mand of bis forces about 8 At the entrance 
to the grounds on Minnesota street an out- 
work will be established, which will be gar 
risoned by a poraon of a wmilitery company 
participating in ne operations. At 8:15 the 
outwork wil be assaulted by the military 
forces acting in askirmish line and carried. 
The defenders will retreat firing, and will be 
followed by the attacking force, firing blank- 
cartridges as they advance, and for this part 
of the assault 1,000 rounds will be furnished. 
When the outwork is surrounded and carried 
a general advance will be ordered of the entire 
force of the Fre King, and on his Majesty's 
arrival at the main entrance of the palace a halt 
will be ordered. The Fire King's berald will 
then advance and sound an alarm. A sentinel 
Will appear on the battlements over the main 
gateway, and a formal demand w li then be 
made for the surrender of the palace. which 
will be refused. Au advance of the attacking 
force will then be ordered, and the column 
Willi move tothe right toward Robert street. 
The chariot of the Fire King will atop in front 
of the eastern, northern, and western en- 
trances and repeat the same demand, which 
will be refused. The chariot of tne 
King will then return to the main 
entrance, and by this time the palace 
is entirely surrounded by a column of 
four deep. The order will then be issued to 
face left. The next command will be to open 
ranks, leavitig eignt feet between each line. 
The forces will now be in a proper position or 
the attack. The Fire King, who had heretofore 
demanded the surrender by herald, now ad- 
vances in a chariot and gives his ultimatum. 
The summons is answered by the Ice King in 
person, „ho appears on the batt ements sur- 
rounded by bis stafl. The final challenge and 
defiance being passed between them, a general 
attack will then be ordered, which is immediately 
responded to by those within. The palace, 
which up to this time looks cold and deserted, 
w li immediately become a biazing mass of 
flames and red fire, while the battiements will 
swarm with uniformed men, who will respond 
to the attack from without by firing from every 
parapet, tower, and embrasure. Soon after a 
sortie will be made from all the entrances by a 
portion of the garrison forming immed ately 
under the walls of the palace. They will join 
in the defense ‘which is being made above by 
Arm from below. A cessation of hostilities 
will then be calied for. and a conference will 
be beld between the Fire King and the Ice King, 
and an armistice will be agreed to. The con- 
tending forces will then join in a grand parade 
through the streets. 


FROM THA STATE CAPITAL. 


A 10-YEAR-OLD CHILD DECLARED INSANE— 
LICENSED INCOR PORATIONS. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—The 
10-year-old daughter of one of the employés at 
the Wabash shop, Ida Sauniers, was declared 
insane today in the County Court, and will be 
sent to the Jacksonville Hosp.tal. The father 
was one of the employés who refused o leave 
the employ of the Wabash last summer during 
the strike of the shopmen, and the littie giri 
witnessed a dastardly attack upon her father 
by some of the strikers, She was thrown into 
convulsions at the time through fear of fatal 
injury dem done to her father, and as a re- 
sult she bas become insane. It u said this is 
the second case of insanity that bas resulted 
from the strike, the other being a man.

THE TALK IN WASHINGTON 


Gen. Logan’s Vigorous Defense of 
Dakota's Right to Become 
a State. 


He Refuses to Be Bulldozed by Sena- 
tor Butler — Debates to 
Come. 


President Oleveland Temporarily Relieved 
Booming Oklahoma—Oiv.1 Service 
Congressional Chat.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 3.—At 2 o'clock the 
Dakota bill was placed before the Senate and 
Mr. Logan took the floor. He differed ma- 
terially, he said, with the Senator from South 
Carolina (Mr. Butler) and the Senator from 
Missouri (Mr. Vest) in regard to the question 
under consideration. Fourteen States had 
been admitted under the force of “ enabling ” 
acts and eleven States without enabling acts. 
Congress therefore was free to adopt either 
course according to the circumstances which 
in each case might seem best adapted to the 
public good. What was the substantial objec 
tion to Dakota’s admission? By reading a par- 
agraph from Mr. Butler's speech we might get 
a gliimpse—at least a shadow—of the real ob- 
jection. The meaning of the objection was 
that if Dakota were admitted it would add 
three Electoral votes to the Republican 
strength at the next Presidential election. He 
inquired of Mr. Butler whether that was not 
the point. 

Mr. Butler denied it, and said he had already 
deciared that even if the political complexion 
of Dakota were Democratic he would have felt 
obi ged to oppose its admission under the pres- 
ent aspect of its application. 

Mr. Logan said that when Republicans want- 


| ed anything the idea of the Senator from South 


Carolina was that it was wanted by a “c.ique.”’ 
Mr. Logan's idea was that without regard to 
the politics of a Territory it should be ad- 
mitted when it had the necessary population 
and other conditions. Mr. Logan regretted to 
be obliged, in the absence of Mr. Vest, to re- 
ter to chat Senator's remarks. He (Mr. Logan) 
wanted to know if any great harm was done if 
in the Congress of the United States a man 
happened to mention the fact tnat ex-Union 
soldiers inhabited Dakota? Some extraordl- 
nary inferences nad been drawn rom a reier- 
ence by Mr. Harrison to ex-Union soldiers ia 
connection with the population of Dakota. 
Mr. Logan said his references were more in 
sorrow than in anger, but he could not forbear 
saying that it was not north of the line that 
bitterness was found or injustice inculcated, 
it was not north of the line that it was sought 
to deprive people of their votes. The objec- 
tions to Dakota were part of a great scheme 
to keep out Republican States till the 
Democratic States could be brought in 
also. That was a repetition of the old 
principle of slave and free States. Mr. 
Logan read from the Charieston News and 
( ourter an articie advocating tne enactment of 
a property gualification for voting. There, he 
said, was a proposition to deprive the mass of 
the people of the right of suffrage. * The 
Senator from Sou Carolina laugus,“ said Mr. 
Logan. 1 don't see why you should not 
laugh, because that is the only way you are 
going to control that country after awulle.“ 
The start of the Democracy had been ia South 
Carolina. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Butler, wulle the dis- 
tinguished Sevator from L[linois (Mr. Logan) 
war a leader of that party.“ 

„Not a leader, rephed Mr. Logan. “i was 
a follower, and 1 followed so far behind that I 
[Great laughter and applause in 
the galleries. | 

The attempt to keep out Dakota Mr. Logan 


characterized as part of a great scheme to kvep 


out States that send Republicans to Congreas. 
He appealed to the justice and magnanimity of 
Senators to give ear to the voice of the ener- 


getic and enterprising people who were appiy- 


ing for admission to the Union of States. 
Senator Butler irequentiy interrupted him 


to show the difference between the condition 


of Dakota and that of South Carolina when it 
was admitted. 

„How large a population has South Caro- 
Uns? asked Gun. Logan. 

“One million people,” replied Mr. Butler 
significantly, as if to show how small Dakota 


was. 

“And how many votes are cast in the State?“ 
again queried Gen. Logan. 

** Ninety-one thousand.“ replied the Senator. 

* Weill, do you think it fair to keep Dakota 
out of the Union with her 250,000 people and 
55.000 votes, said Gen. Logan, when South 
Carolina with her 1,000,000 people only casts 
91,000?" 

Mr. Morgan opposed the admission of Da- 
kota under the present conditions. He thought 
the Senate was ssked to admit the new State 
merely for the purpose of admitting the office- 
bolders that had been sent bere. The patriot- 
ism that had been so much referred to had in 
it a strong flavor of self-interest. 

Mr. Harrison then took the floor and gave 
notice that he would ask the Senate to bring 
the bill to a vote tomorrow. 

The Senate then adjourned. 

RELIEVING THE PRESIDENT. 

The Chair placed before the Senate the rero- 
lution as submitted yesterday by Mr. Riddie- 
berger and the substitute for it submitted by 
Mr. Pugh relating to the relations between the 
President and the Senate in regard to informa- 
tion and papers affecting Government officers 
suspended or appointed. 

Mr. Edmunds said that practically but four 
months of the session were left for busin ss. 
The resoluuon offered embodied uo practical 
quesdon—only mooted questions—and it would 
be time enough to debate the question when it 
should become a practical question. He moved 
to lay the resolution on the table. 

Mr. Riddieberger criticised Mr. Edmunds’ 
motion, in view of the tact that be (Mr. Ed- 
munods) bad first debated the matter and then 
moved to shut off debate. He did not object 
to the first three sections of Mr. Pughb’s reso- 
lution. If these were now introduced asa sub- 
stitute for his (Mr. Riddleberger’s) resolution 
he would accept them, but when it came to the 
remaining sections he differea with Mr. Pugu. 
Hs (Riddleberer’s) resolution merely invoived 
two propositions—namely: that we hud no 
right to require from the President reasons for 
removais or suspensions of ocheers, but bad a 
right to demand of bim any reasons or papers 
or proofs going to the quesuon ot appointment. 
The rest o Mr. Pugh’s resoiution as to “ pub- 
lic policy,” ete., Mr. Riddieberger saw no ne- 
cesaity for. 

Mr. Pugh professed ignorance of parliament- 
ary law, but inquired of the Chair if the object 
of a motion to lay on the tab.e was to cut off 
debate. ; 

The Chair—it bas that effect. Further than 
that the Chair cannot express an opinion. 

Mr. Pugh—I never would have offered the 


resolution if the question nad not been present- 


ed by a leading Repubi:can. 
The motion to lay on the table was agreed 
to, only one voice being beard in the negative. 
Later Mr. Riddleberger called up the resolu- 
tion again, and after a sbort debate it was re- 
ferred to tae Comm. ttee on Privileges and 
Elections ,

OKLAHOMA. 

Gen. James B. Weaver of lowa and the Hon. 
Sidney Clarke, ex-member of Congress from 
Kansas. addressed the House Committee on 
Territories today in behal! ot the organization 
of the Territory of Oklahoma, Gen. Weaver 
stated that the lands are now in che legal pos- 
session of oreign and other cattle syndicates. 
No Indians bad oceupied them for twenty 
years, and it was not now the policy of the 
Government to settie any more Indians in the 
Territory. Every consideration of good govy- 
erument and fair dealing with the Indians and 
the people demands, be said, that this unoccu- 
pied and should be opened to settiement, un- 
der the weil-guarded provisions of the bill. 
Mr. Clarke argued that the only remedy for the 
disgraceful state of affairs now existing in the 
Te ritorp was in Congress, and be urged the 
committee to come to the relief of the people 
as ayvainst the rule of illegal monopolies and 
syndicates. 

THE SENATORS. 

The Chair laid before the Senate a letter 
from the Attorney-General asking an addition- 
al appropriation of $50,000 for jurors of the 
United States Courts and $135,000 for witnesses. 
It was referred to the Committee on Appropri- 
anons. 

Among the measures reported favorably 
from wwe committees was a resolution by Mr. 
Frye, reported, as he beheved. with unanim- 
ity’ from the Committee on Fore gn Relauons, 
aeciaring it to be the op nion of the Senate 
that Congress ought not to provide for a joint 
commission of Great Britain and the Unitea 
States in relation to the fisberics. It was 
placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Dawes offered a resolution directing the 
Secretary of the Interior to transmit to the 
Senate copies of all papers presented to any 
officer of the Interior Department, and in pos- 
session of that department, touching the offi- 
cial and personal conduct of Henry Ward, In- 
spector, during his continuance in office. On 
objection vy mr. Cockrell, the resolution went 
over one day under the rule. 

Today Senator Cameron, from the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, reported favorably his 
bill authorizing the President to appoint from 
civil hie an Assistant Secretary of we Navy sat 
a salary of $4,000 a year. 

A bill was passed for the benetit of the States 
of Texas, Colorado, Oregon, Nebraska, Cali- 
fornia, Kansas, and Nevada and the Territories 
of Washington and Idaho. 

[It provides that in case of the loss of original 
vouchers required by law for the settlement of 
claims by the States and Territories named the 
Secretary of War may accept copies thereof prop- 
erly certified by tne State or Territory officers. ] 

CHAT. 

The Civil-Service Cotamissioners today had 
an informal conference wth the House Com- 
mittee on Reform iu the Civil Service. In re- 
ply to Mr. Blanchard of Louisiana the Com- 
missioners said they thoquebt it would require 
an amendment to the Civi:-Service law to al- 
low the commission, in making appointments, 
to take into consideration the number of em- 
ployés already in office from various States. 
They did not consider such an amendment 
wise, however, as it would tend to render the 
whole civil-service system unpopular with the 
North and West because under it the South 
would get nearly all the offices and thus open 
a sectional question. Under the law the South 
was now getting its share of the offices, and 
would in time have its proportion of offices. 
The Commissioners did not think it wise to do 
anything which would make the law unpopu- 
lar in the North, where its strength now prin- 
cipally lies. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau has issued or- 
ders to its officials at distilleries to refuse the 
public any information regarding the details of 
business and management of the distilleries 
where they are engawed. This has been done 
at the request of distillers why have found 
their rivais gaining information about their 
private business in this manner. 


FRUZEN FISH. 


MYRIADS OF DEAD FISH FOUND FLOATING 
IN THE GULF OF MEXICO AFTER THE RE- 
CENT SEVERE COLD SNAP—YOUNG CARP 
KILLED IN TEXAS. 

New ORLEANS, La., Feb. 3.—[Special.|—Mr. 
A. O. Wilson, a we'l-known civil engineer, bas 
recently arrived here from Florida, where be 
has been engaged in.jana-surveying. He states 
that during the recent cold spap, while he was 
making a voyage from Tampa to Cedar Keys, 
the schooner in which be bad embarked was 
wrecked off Cedar Keys the 8th of January. 
All bands escaped with their lives, but suf- 
fered greatly from the cold. The sait water 
froze on the reef in the Gulf of 
Mexico upon which the vessel struck 
and great numbers of fish, chiefly trout, 
sheephead, and redfish, were killed by 
the cold and floated on the water, covering its 
surface for m ies. Inquiries among fishermen 
and others elicited the fact that durmg the 
same cold spell fish were kilied on the Louis- 
jana coast and were then floating by the tbou- 
sands from the Kigolets to points far to the 
eastward. The fact that fish can be killed by 
the degree of cold that can be experienced in 
the Gulf of,Mexico bas been doubted, but 
authentic instances have been reported as far 
back as the Seminole War by army officers on 
duty on the Florida coast. ; 

Austin, Tex., Feb. 3.—The carp-breeding 
ponds leased by the State were frozen to the 
ground during the recent cold spell and 30,000 
young carp were frozen to death. The State 
will probably avandon the breeding of fish. 


MINNEAPOLIS MILLS, 


THE POOL ENTERED INTO—PRODUCTS FOR 
THE LAST WEEK, THE STATE OF THE 
MARKET, BTC. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 3.—In the weekly 
review of the flour production for the issue of 

Feb. 5 the Northwestern Miller will say: 


Although one-half the milling capacity of the 
city has been stopped to give the other half water 
to run, the power continues very poor, and the 
milis running do so without satisfactory results. 
A pool was formed and put into effect Thursday 
week. and up to the present time operations have 
been conaucted under its provisions, no cognizance 
eins taken of milie using steam. With part of 
the milis idle, those running during the closing halt 
of the week were able todo more work, yet there 
is much room for improvement. 

The flour production of the week reached 88,480 
barreis, averaging 12,640 barrels daily, against 90,648 
barreis the preceding week and 83,300 barrels for 


the corresponding period of 1885. Seventeen mills 
contributed to this result Monday the mills 
changed off under the pool, and today thirteen are 
running, with a maximum capacity of over 23,000 
barrels, producing about 14,000 per day. The power 
since Monday has been rather poorer than last 
week. One steam mill of 1.200 barrels closed 
Tuesday, leaving about 3,500 barrels produced by 
that power. The flour market was quiet, patents 
moving freely and other grades dull. 

The receipts of wheat for the week were 518,000 
busheis. Shipments—Fiour, 83,194 barrels; wheat, 
34.160 busheis; milistaffa, 2.844 tons. In store 
here, 5,854,362 bushels; at Duluth, 5,622,411; at St. 
Paul, 1,156,000. Exports—Fiour, January, 113,240 
barrels, as against 98,000 in December.

From Sir John's classics I would expunge 
Aristotie’s „ Politsos ”’; we aye too 
many modern essays on the same 
subject more appropriate and far more 
applicable to the needs of the present genera- 
tion. Kop and his childish fabies, which veil 
his misanthropby, can serve no practical pur- 
pose. Instead of these I wouid recommend

Smyth insisted that the roll 
should first be called. and immediately at the end 
of the roll-call rose and moved to place J. IL. 
Woodward in the chair temporarily and elect

Tue resolution adopted in the Lower

He is asked also to state spe- 
cifically the amount of silver dollars in the 
Treasury the 4th of March last, together with 
the silver certificates then in circulation, as 


compared with the respective amounts at 


the present time; also, whether silver dol- 
lars or certificates that could have been used 
in payment of the debt have been held in the 
Treasury, and whether the previous ‘* policy” 


of the Treasury Department in respect to 
payments in silver coin will be pursued in 
the future. The resolution covers a good 
many points, and it is safe to say Mr. Man- 
ning will lose several nights’ sleep before his 
answer is fully prepared.

THE SENATORIAL HOW-D YE-DO. 

It appears likely at last that the Senate Re- 
publicans have appreciated the folly of their 
contest with the President on the ‘matter of 
suspensions and removals. The Riddleberger 
and Pugh resolutions, which would have 
opened up the whole question in debate, were 
at first laid upon the table and subsequently 
called up again to accommodate Mr. Ingalls, 
who had given notice that he should move 
their reference to the Committee on Priv- 
Uges and Elections, As he declined to do so, 
Mr. Morrill moved their reference and they 
were referred, which probably ends the mat- 
ter, for the present at least. 

It will be a wise disposition of the subject 
to let it meet its quietus in the hands of this 
committee, and thisis apparently the inten- 
tion. The Republicans have evidently real- 
ized that the only effect of the controversy 
has been to unite the Democratic Senators 
solidly in defense of the President. They 
haye given him a compact following, not 
alone in the Senate, but throughout the 
country, as they were warned they 
would do if they persisted in their 
unwise determination to force him to assign 
the reasons for his removals and suspensions 
of officeholders, He has taken his position 
with a firmness which has commended his 
policy even to those sore-headed leaders who 
were out with him for not giving them due 
consideration in the matter of patronage. 
This may have been deemed good tactics, but 
it had more the appearance of inexcusable 
blundering and the voluntary surrender of 
an advantageous position based on the division 
of the enemy. 

Both the resolutions of Mr. Riddleberger 
and Mr. Pugh, the latter formulating the 
Democratic policy as regards the quarrel be- 
tween the President and the Senate, affirmed 
one point which was well taken—namely: 
that the Senate has no right to inquire into 
the reasons for removals or suspensions. 
Mr. Pugh’s wordy resolution went more into 
detail than Mr. Riddleberger’s, which was 
simply a formal resolution offered for the 
purpose of bringing up the subject in 
open debate instead of having it discussed 
with closed doors. It in substance con- 
ceded that tne Executives power of 
appointment is limited by the Constitu- 
tion, which provides that he shall nominate 
and by and with the advice of the Senate 
shall appoint. On this point there can be no 
conflict. It went further than this; and also 
assumed that the Senate’s prerogative is re- 
stricted within constitutional limitation, in 
that the Executive has the power of removal 
and suspension exclusively vested in himself 
by the Constitution, without any such limita- 
tion as is imposed upon him in the matter of 
appointments; and hence that for his action 
in this direction he is responsible to the peo- 


ple and not to the Senate, This is the sub- 


stance of the long-winded and verbose reso- 
lution of Mr. Pugh, which might have been 
put in these words: The Senate has no 
“right to request information from the Pres- 
“ident as to the causes for suspensions or 
‘removals; if the request is made the Pres- 
ident is not obliged to pay any attention to 
it; if he does so, he recognizes a clear in- 
“novation upon his rights under the Consti- 
“ tution as President of the United States,” 
Upon this issue the Democratic Senators 
united to a man in support of the President, 


was not wise for the Republicans to force 
them to it, and they have done well in shelv- 
ing the resolutions, any debate upon which 
would have been to their further disadvan- 
tage. 

Nothing further was to be gained by a con- 
tinuance of the contest with the President. 
They started in their search with the inten- 
tion of convicting him of the charge that the 
removals and suspensions were made not for 
cause but for political reasons, and hence es- 
tablishing the fact that he had stultified him- 
self in the light of his policy as he defined 
it in his letter of acceptance and message. 
In this they have succeeded. “What more or 
better proof do they want that he made these 
removals for political reasons than his abso- 
lute refusal to give any reasons at all? By 
this refusal he admits it, and that was sul- 
ficient pretext for ending their quest. Any 
further step they made would have been in 
the nature of factious persecution, which 
would have reacted against themselves. 
There is every occasion to be satisfied with 
his practical admission that he made the re- 
movals for political objects, If he can square 
such a course of action with his public 
declaration of policy let him do so, If he 
cannot he must stand on that record. 

As we have intimated once before, the 
Senate is not the popular branch of Congress 
and would not on this occasion have been 
justified by the people in trying to extend its 
prerogatives beyond constitutional limita- 
tions. It was time for it to take the back 
track and geton solid ground again. The 
best way to keep within its own domain 
would be for it to abandon hereafter the 
executive session, except in cases involving 
confidential diplomatic matters, and discuss 
whatever information it may receive or busi- 
ness it may have on hand in open session. 
This will bring it near enough to the people 
to secure more attention to public interests 
than they now receive, besides doing away 
with the danger of political influences which 
may bé brought to bear. The consideration 
of this whole question of appointments to 
office in a public manner would be con- 
ducive to the general good. The people are 
more interested in the honest administration 
of offices than the Senate can be and care 
nothing for the political attitude of Senators 
towards appointments or removals. There 
is no reason why they should not be publicly 
discussed. It would be better for the Presi- 
dent, better for the offices, and certainly 
better for the Senators by extending the area 
of their popular responsibility. Having 
apparently disposed of the uncomfortable 
fight with the President, let them take 
another wise step by abandoning secret 
sessions and considering public questions in 
public, 


EFFECT OF INVENTIONS ON LABOR, 

The prejudice against labor-economizing 
machinery is as inveterate as a deep-seated 
superstition. If there be one doctrine of 
political economy established beyond dispute 
it is that inventions improve the condition of 
society, and that any disturbances attending 
their introduction are quickly corrected and 
ought not to be mentioned in comparison 
with the benefits gained. Opposition to in- 
ventions is not a matter for argument or 
reason, but for unthinking prejudice. Take 
the instance shown by the telephone. 
Formerly messages were sent between dis- 
tant parts of acity by messengers, and the 
service rendered was slow and com- 
paratively expensive. The result was 
that people sent the fewest possible 
number of messages, and their transmission 
was not regarded as an established business. 
The invention of the telephone made such 
communication cheap and prompt, and re- 
sulted in the establishment of a new business 
that gave employment to tens of thousands 
of persons and vastly multiplied the number 
of messengers. Conceding even that a few 
persons were regularly occupied carrying 
messages by hand, their chance for obtaining 
steady employment was better after the in- 
troduction of the telephone than before. A 
new and better field of labor was thrown 
open by the invention. Any device that 
cheapens production or furnishes an im- 
proved method of performing any service 
will stimulate the demand, increase the 
wage-fund from which the earnings of labor 
must come, and speedily compensate for any 
incidental disadyantages. 

The strike now going on in Chicago 
against the introduction of box-nailing ma- 
chinery means simply that the men en- 
gaged in this business claim as a monopoly 
the right to do the work in a more expensive 
manner than by machinery. But the cheaper 
boxes can be made the better for the general 
interest. Every kind of industry in which 
boxes are used will be able to sell at a cheaper 
rate, and the demand being thus increased 
more laborers will be needed. Cheaper 
boxes will be an advantage to the unnum- 
bered consumers as well as to the thousands 
employed in the packing, canning, or other 
industries, and who are directly interested in 
having their products put in the market with 
as little expense as possible. In countries 
that resist such methods of cheapening pro- 
duction labor is kept in a degraded state, and 
in order to perform the work actually needed 
women have to be harnessed in carts, or com- 
pelled to toil in the fields, The same princi- 
ple that would resist the introduction of ma- 
chinery in one pursuit will apply to all. 

But for the labor-economizing machinery 
introduced in the last sixty years two-thirds 
of the people in the United States would be 
compelled to eke out a wretched subsistence 
as farmers. They might get from the soil 
enough to eat, but without a market for their 
crops they would be unable to house and 
clothe themselves decently. Cheap trans- 
portation and labor-saving devices have re- 
versed this condition and enabled one-third 
of the population to perform the agricult- 
ural labor of the country at a profit and at 
the same time supply food to the two-thirds 
living in cities and receive from them manu- 
factured goods in exchange. Labor-econo- 
mizing machines cheapened production on 
the farms as well as in the factories, 
and enabled the manufacturing and agri- 
cultural classes to deal with each other 
on the principle that in every fair bargain 
both parties gain. Without the improved ma- 
chinery introduced in the last sixty years the 
United States would today be an agricultural 
country of 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 inhabi- 
tants with no market for surplus crops, and 
the farmers, while having a plentiful food 
supply, would lack all other comforts and 
conveniences, There might be famine in one 
State and a glut of food in another in the 
same season. Without labor-economizing 
machinery the manufacturing class in the 
United States would be limited, and farming 
could be engaged in only under the greatest 
disadvantages. improved mechanical meth- 
ods have benefited both classes of labor be- 
yond all calculation, furnished a market fos 
the farmer, given employment to millions in

The fallacy which lies at the bottom of un- 
thinking agitation against improved machinery 
is the idea that the useless expenditure of labor 
is a good thing for somebody. Now, labor is 
precious, It ought not to be bestowed need- 
The more labor that 
can be saved from inferior kinds of work the 
more theré will be left to use in a higher and 
better way. Machinery always saves the 
lowest and crudest kind of labor, Have the 
agitators thought of that? Any machine or 
invention which wil) release manual labor 
from an occupation that can be better sup- 
plied by a machine is a distinct gain to 
society. Such an economy of labor produces 
more at lower prices, increases both the de- 
mand and the supply, and benefits all who 


participate in the results, 


SENEY’S NEW BANKRUPTCY BILL, 
Congressman Seney of Ohio has prepared a 
bankruptey scheme which involves a wide 
departure from the Lowell biJl and, indeed, 
from any system that has ever been tried in 
this country. He proposes to deal separately 
with the two classes interested in insolvency 
laws—the debtor and the creditor—and allow 
the former to receive a discharge in the Fed- 
eral courts on surrender of His property 
while the administration of the bankrupt’s 
affairs is conducted in the local tribunals in 
the ordinary manner of settling estates. In 
the mere matter of economy such a system 
would have great advantages. In the State 
courts the administration of an insolvent es- 
tate is comparatively inexpensive. Nearly 
all the property in a State passes through 
these courts once in thirty years, and the 
method of administration has been perfected 
by long experience. Judge Seney asks with 
considerable force why the administration of 
a bankrupt’s estate should not be as cheap 
and simple as that in the case of a deceased 
debtor? He contends that to bring the ad- 
ministration close to the bankrupt’s home 
and near where the property is situated 
would result in larger dividends and greater 
satisfaction to both debtor and creditor. 

Under Seney’s plan the Federal courts 
would have nothing to do with bankruptcy 
proceedings beyond granting the debtor a 
discharge and requiring him to surrender all 
his property. The settlement of the estate 
and the payment of dividends would then 
proceed under the control of the State courts 
in the same manner as though the bankrupt 
had died. Judge Seney declares there is no 
doubt as to the constitutionality of his plan, 
but it would hardly seem that a system of 
bankruptcy would be ‘‘ uniform” when the 
method of settlement depends on the varying 
laws of the different States, Nor is it clear 
that the system would not tempt the States 
to change their methods of administration so 
as to gain advantages for their own citizens. 
So far as the States have any control over 
the property of insolvent debtors they dis- 
criminate in favor of resident creditors and 
against those living in other States. In the 
State courts an attachment in favor of a res- 
ident creditor is given precedence over the 
claim of a citizen of another State wherever 
such a course is possible. Under Seney’s 
plan local courts and Legislatures would cer- 
tainly tax their ingenuity to give the prefer- 
ence to resident creditors in the administra- 
tion of estates. A system intended to be 
uniform can hardly be left to the States for 
its execution, 

Judge Seney’s bill, like nearly all bank- 
ruptey schemes, seems to proceed on the 
theory that the only parties in interest are 
the debtor and the creditor. With the ma- 
jority of the people who do not expect ever 
to make an appearance in the bankrupt 
courts the most important features of such 
laws are those which encourage fair dealing 
and the honest payment of debits. Just bank- 
rupt laws should not stop with providing an 
equitable distribution of assets, but ought to 
deal with the insolvent according to his mer- 
its and in a manner calculated to put a pre- 
mium on commercial honesty. The English 
Bankrupt act has been amended recently 
with that purpose in view, and under its pro- 
visions insolvents guilty of fraud are pun- 
ished with severity. The French law goes 
further, and provides even that a debtor 
whose failure was the result of misfortune 
and whose dealings were strictly honest must 
nevertheless continue under certain civil dis- 
abilities until his debts are paid in full. Severe 
penalties are provided for false pretenses and 
breach of trust. Sentiment in this country 
favors lenient treatment of unfortunate debt- 
ors, but none of the bills now pending in 
Congress make sufficient provision for the 
punishment of fraud. The kind of bankrupt 
law needed in the United States is one that 
will have something of the wholesome rigor 
of the English and French acts in dealing 
with rascally debtors. 


THE PRINCIPLE AT STAKE IN OHIO. 

The action of the Democratic members of 
the Ohio Senate is based upon a corrupt and 
fraudulent purpose from whatever point of 
view it is considered, They are seeking in 
the first place to seat four men who were not 
honestly elected to the Senate. No pretense 
is made even by the Democrats themselves 
that they are not stealing the seats they 
claim.

THE PARNELL-GLADSTONE TREATY. 

Though there may be no positive treaty of 
alliance between Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Par- 
nell, evidence continues to accumulate daily 
to show that there is a complete understand- 
ing between the two leaders; The home- 
rule question will, as Tue TRIBUNE cable 
dispatches say, be shelved for the present 
with the consent of Mr. Parnell, and Mr. 
Gladstone will bring in a measure for the ex- 
propriation of the Irish landlords and the es- 
tablishment of a peasant proprietary in Ire- 
land. Mr. Parnell and his eighty-five sup- 
porters will in return give the English 
Premier a loyal and unwavering support in 
passing measures of land reform for England 
and Scotland. This support will more than 
counterbalance any Whig defection. Mr. 
Goschen, Lord Hartington, and Sir Henry 
James were able to take only three Whigs 
with them into the Tory lobby last week 
against the Collings amendment. The com- 
bined Whig and Tory vote will hardly reach 
800, on any question of land reform at least, 
This will leave Mr, Gladstone, with the aid 
of his Irish allies, 870 votes. It will give 
the Liberals what is called in England a 
good working majority (70). 

Another and equally important feature of 
the new alliance is that Mr. Parnell and his 
lieutenants have undertaken to do all in their 
power for the suppression of all kinds of dis- 
order in Ireland, so as to disarm the Tories 
and render harmless and profitless the howls 
of the Irish landlords and so-called Loyalists 
for coercion. His policy was foreshadowed 
in the letters of Messrs. Justin McCarthy and 
James O' Kelly, two Parnellite members of 
Parliament, published in Sunday’s TRIBUNE. 
Mr. O’Kelly said: The Parnellites will 
„make vigorous efforts to prevent disorder in 
Ireland in order to give Mr. Gladstone a fair 
„ chance.“ Following quickly on this came 
the appeal of the Mayor of Limerick to the 
league members in his city to abstain trom 
using the more odious forms of boycotting. 
Atthe meeting of the executives of the 
league Tuesday Mr. Sexton, Mr. Davitt, and 
Mr. Dilion implored the people to adopt a 
policy of restraint, Mr. Davitt going so far 
as ‘“‘earnestly to appeal even to those who 
are threatened with eviction and to those

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The New Gladstone Cabinet Om- 
cially Announced—Its Make- 
Up Creates Surprise.

SETTLED AT LAST. 

OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEM*’NT OF THE NEW 
CABINET—SURPRISE CREATED—THE IN. 
SIDE QUARRELS. 

Lonpon, Feb. 3.— Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—The proverbial head 
that wears a crown lies less uneasy thar the 
bead of the new British Cabinet. To add to 
Mr. Gladstone’s perplexities the London press 
is beginning to discuss the decided, not to say 
dictatorial, attitude of the Queen which bas 
already been pointed out in these dispatches. 
The Daily News (Liberal) comments upon the 
Queen’s conduct in a tone of bitterness which 
is only tempered by the necessity of speaking 
witbout actual disrespect of her Majesty. The 
writer believes that the Queen, in 
her active interference in Mr. Giad- 
stone’s plans, manifests a disposition to 
dictate his appointments and policy, which 
would be stretobing the royal prerogative not 
only beyond ail precedent, but beyond the lim- 
its of the constitutional rights reserved to the 
people. The conservative and patrician St. 
James’ Guzette, on the other hand, warmly com- 
mends her Majesty's zeal and vigilance in be- 
half of good government. It bewalls the evil 
days which have falien upon the country, as 
shown by its turning to Gladstone and Libera)- 
ism for guidance, and is devoutly grateful to 
the crown as a sort ot providential balance- 
wheel to prevent the governmental machinery 
from going entirely to smash: Throughout the 
leader there is the echo of a half-repressed 
chuckle at Mr. Gladstone’s expense. Up to 
this evening, when the Cabinet appointments 
were announced, people generally attributed 
Mr. Gladstone’s delay to the vexations caused 
by the Queen's attitude, but this was not the 
reason. The real difficulty durmg the last two 
days arose from the Premier’s personal disiike of 
Mr. Chamberlain. Last Sunday Mr. Gladstone 
expressed his strong convicuon that the Radical 
leader was intriguing against him. Mr. Cham- 
beriain had long been an heir presumptive for 
the political mantle of Mr. Gladstone, and the 
latter thought that the heir was seeking 
to filch the robe before it was laid down. In 
support of this belief Mr. Gladstone made a 
very serious charge of bad faith against Mr. 
Chamberlain. He alleged that the Radical 
leader secretly submitted to Mr. Parnell a plan 
for settling the Irish difficulty without Mr. 
Gladstone's initiative or codperation, and that 
Mr. Parnell rejected the overture. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Parnell shares Mr. Gladstone's 
dislike of Mr. Chamberlain. The cause is not 
far to seek. After Mr. Parneli’s famous speech 
at Dublin last fall, in which he said that Ire- 
land demanded nothing and would be satisfied 
with nothing less than home rule and legisia- 
tive independence, Mr. Chamberlain was the 
first of the Engish leaders to reply to this noti- 
fication, and was the most bitter and vitupera- 
tive in his declarations that England would 
never grant home rule to Ireland. and that 
the very proposition was treason. Mr. 
Chamberlain thus sounded the keynote 
of the anti-Irish ory which raged 80 
bitterly during the electoral campaign, and 
thus did perbaps as much as any man in En- 
gland toward postponing the fulfillment of 
Ireland's hopes. Mr. Chamberlain's position 
asan aspirant to the Liberal leadership is 
weakened by the absence from the Cabinet of 
his best ally, Sir Charles Dilke, who, of course, 
could not be appointed to office while under 
the shadow of the Crawford sc andal.

A GENERAL REVIEW. 

Mr. Gladstone’s appointment of Mr. John 

Morley as Chief Secretary for Ireland is re- 
garded as a clever stroke of an old parliamen- 
tary tactician. Mr. Morley isstrongly opposed 
to the separation of Ireland from Great 
Britain, but is outspoken in behalf of Irisb 
home rule. He calls himselfa Whig by temper- 
ament, a Liberal by education, and a Radical by 
experience. He is a close friend of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, which makes it difficult for the latter 
to annoy the Government by throwing opsta- 
cles in the new Secretary's path. Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s appolutment to the comparatively 
small office of President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board is a sarcastic anti-climax to his 
ambitious career of the last ten months, dur- 
ing which his eye has been steadily set on the 
premiership, and to the demand which he has 
maintained since last Wednesday to be ap- 
pointed Chancellor of the Exchequer because 
Lord Salisbury was overthrown on a Radical 
quesuon. Stil be cannot consistently 
decline the appointment, for the new 
office will give him ample scope 
to improve the dweilings of the poor and to 
give Wark to the unemployed, which are two 
of the leading Radical fads.“ Another ap- 
pointment which involves a disappointment is 
that of Sir William Vernon Harcourt as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. This is, to be 
sure, an exalted office, but it has only half the 
salary of the Lord Chancellorship, to which 
Sir William. aspired and which be only con- 
sented to forego after vigorous pressure had 
been brought to bear on him in favor of Sir 
Farrer Herschell. Sir William yearned for 
the woolsack partly because of the $50,000 
salary, the Peerage, and the life pension which 
it involves, and partly because of his dread of 
dynamiters if be were to resume his old place 
in the Home Office. He bas already a double 
guard of police at his residence, which affords 
opportunity for much chuckling among the 
Radicais. 

The list of disappointed appointees in the 
new Government might be extended to a con- 
siderable length. It would certainly include 
Lord Granville, the new Colonial Secretary, 
who wanted to return to the head of the For- 
eign Office, and Lord Spencer, President of the 
Council, who wanted to be Secretary for [ndia. 

A striking feature of the political situation is 
the growing virulence of the personalities and 
abuse indulged in by the speakers. Prof. 
Rogers, in alluding to the Tory objection to 
Lord Salisbury having resigned on an agrarian

discussion. A speaker at an important Radi- 
cal meeting deld in Pall Mall this evening ad- 
vised his hearers to avoid Cariton House ter- 
race (where Mr. Gladstone lives) because, he 
said, it swarmed with snakes crawling thither 
to be fed with public posiuons. 

DILKE'S ECLIPSE. 

The political eclipse ot Sir Churles W. Dilke 
appears to be complete. The Crawford divorce 
case in which he is corespondent will be tried 
in public. beginning next Friday. It is 
now known that Mrs. Crawford bas 
never retracted the original charge against 
Sir Charles which sbe first made in ber confes- 
sion to her busband. The other defendants by 
whom Sir Charies hoped to prove previous im- 
moralities on the lady's part will not appear. 
Under these circumstances Sir Cbarles is al- 
most certain to be defeated in the divorcee 
suit, and it will be dificult to save bim from 
further difficulties if Mr. Crawford chooses to 
continue his revenge. 

PRESS OPINIONS. 

The Standard says: “Mr. Gladstone, in 
forming his Cabinet, has made the best of a 
bad situation. The members are men of 
undoubted ability. The selection of Bar! 
Rosebery for the post of Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs was the best that could be 
made and promises well for the good-will of 
Germany. The appointments most likely to 
elicit criticism are those of Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt and Mr. John Morley.“ 

The Datly News considers the new Ministry a 
strong one, and especiaily approves of the ap- 
pointment of the Earl ot Rosebery and Mr. 
Joan Morley. It says that the selection of the 
Earl of Kimberley for the Indian Secretary- 
ship is the only choice that is likely to meet 
with negative approval. 


MONTAUZAN’S ASSAILANT. 

HE IS A NEPHEW OF BARON HAUSSMANN, 
BUT SOMEWHAT OF AN ECCENTRIC INDI- 
VIDUAL. 

Paris, Feb. 3.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune. |—The attempted assasination 
atthe Hotel du Louvre, committed by the 
nephew of the famous Baron Haussmann, con- 
tinues to excite the most lively interest. The 
victim, M. ae Montauzan, isavery large landed 
proprietor, well known in the fashionable cir- 
cles of Paris. He had Jatterly contemplated 
entering into financial affairs. About three 
weeks ago he received a visit from a man who 
gave him his name as Count de Tredernes, and 
who was the bearer of a letter of recommenda- 
tion from Mme. de Montauzan, who is stay- 
ing for a few weeks at Cannes. She 
stated that M. de Tredernes had an important 
project in view which he was anxious to bring 
under his (M. de Montausan's) notice. Both 
men thereupon entered into business relations. 

Tredernes, who wore a roset of the Legion of 

Honor ana stated that he was Prefect of Landes 

under the Empire, proposed to coufer upon M. 

de Montauzan an important post in a financial 

association to be organized at Nantes, and the 
future President of which he said was M. De- 
nieres, at one time President of the Tribunai of 

Commerce. Abouta week ago M. de Tredernes 

induced M. de Montauzan to undertake a jour- 

ney to Nantes to personally judge of the pros- 
pects of the association, and he accompanied 
him, traveling at night in a first-class railway 
compartment. In the course of the journey 

M. de Montauzan was astonished at the strange 

attitude of his fellow-traveler, who spoke of 


his powers of magnetism and offered 
to put him to sleep with the 
aid of an electric apparatus which 
he took out of a portmanteau. 


M. de Montauzan, seized instantly with mis- 
givings, refused to be subjected ‘to the pro- 
posed experiment. Shortly afterward they 
dined at a buffet, and on reöntering the train 
M. de Montauzan felt unwell and became so 111 
that On arriving at Angers he declined to go 
any further. M. de Tredernes professed to be 
suffering from the same symptoms and said 
they must bave been poisoned. Both staid at 
Angers for the nigut and returned to Paris the 
day following. Yesterday morning, m answer 
to a telegram, M. de Montauzen met 
M. de Tredernes at the Hotel du Louvre and 
was shown into an apartment numbered 154. 
On entering he was asked to seat himsely at 
the table and to write a letter to M. Dernieres 
in regard to the promised vacancy. No sooner 
had M. de Montauzan responded to the sug- 
gestion than he was struck violently on the 
back of the head with a heavy clock which M. 
de Tredernes had taken from the mantelpiece, 
Although seriously wounded and almost 
stunned, M. de Montauzen rose and indignant- 
ly demanded an explanation. He then noticed 
that M. de Trederhes, who was pale and ex- 
cited, was armed with a revolver, which he 
was about to level at him. He rushed at his 
would-be assasin, and after a desperate strug- 
gie succeeded in wresting the weapon from his 
grasp. On releasing him he noticed, to his 
dismay, that his antagonist bad drawn a seo- 
ond revolver from his pocket. Being now 
well-nigb exhausted from loss of blood, M. de 
Montauzan opened the door, and, running 
along the passage, shouted for assistance. M. 
de Tredernes, bemg immediately seized and 
given into custody, said: I don’t know bow 
it happened. I forgot myself, and yet I am 
not mad.“ Being subjected to an examination 
at the police station in the Rue Villedo he 
repeated this statement, but it is utterly dis- 
proved by the fact that he had premeditated 
the crime. He had taken the precaution of 
cutting the wire which connected the time- 
piece with the pneumatic clock. During his 
interrogatory he secretly concealed a knife 
under a seat, together with a knuckle duster. 
Being pressed with questions he demanded to 
be released without bail, stating that his real 
name was Louis Charles Emmanuel Baron Ar- 
taud Haussmann, living at No. 59 Avenue 
Kieber. He, in fact, proved to be the son 
of a sister of the famous Baron Haussmann, 
and since his mother’s death he bas been 
adopted as a son by his uncle, the Baron. He 
is an uncouth looking man, wears a full, bushy, 
black beard; has strange, twinkling eyes; 
speaks six ianguages, and tas published sey- 
eral volumes of translations from Goethe and 
Schiller. I called this mornmg upon Baron 
Haussmann, who said tome: “I am not at all 
surprised at the role my nephew has play ed in 
this sad business. He was always very eccen- 
tric, and he is highly educated, but always starts 
off at a tangent and does strange things. He 
got married without my consent. The mar- 
riage, in fact, was never consummated. He 
made long pilgrimages to the Holy Land ana 
was received by the Pope, to whom he re. 
vealed his peculiar relations with his wife. His 
marriage was annulled by the Koman curate 
and he became a priest, and the Pope made 
him a sort of a Chamberlain. He was also 
named a representative in Paris of the Patri- 
arch of Jerusalem, but he threw away all his 
opportunities by committing some strange 
freak.” 


FLORIDA FRAUDS. 
SOMETHING ABOUT THE LAND SWINDLES 

AS WORKED BY DIFFERENT COMPANIES. 

Lonpown, Feb. 8.— Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.}—I began my inquiries today 
on Florida emigration at the United States 
Consulate, where I was informed that intend- 
ing emigrants call almost daily to ask 
for advice. OConsul-General Waller said: 
“The advice given is always the same 
~—dion’t buy land before you have seen 
it; take nobody's opinion on trust; go out 
with a little money and wait six months to in- 
spect the land; then if you like everything 
buy, but not before.“ 

As there is some danger of confounding 
honest with dishonest schemes in in- 
quiries of this sort, I next interviewed a 
number of persons here connected with Florida. 
all of whom united in condemning the trickery 
of Tait, the Sarasota hero, and the credulity of 


Mellish, as reported—is also much abused.

The conduct of a Chicago 
firm, said to be’ interested in the Marion County

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speculator named Stapleton residing in or 
near Putnam County.

1 
am assured be has long been ia tlie 
habit of enticing young Englishmen to 
Florida on the of ** teaching 
them farmmg.” Once in his, clutches he 
sets them to do work as common farm-hands, 
for which, instead of recejving wages, they 
bave to pay a bonus of $400 or $500 per annum. 
Finally Stapleton unloads himself of his less 
desirabie lots, for which he extracts high 
prices from these persons. Meilersh is a reputed 
agent of Stapleton. Doing my best tolook like 
an mtending emigrant, I next interviewed the 
managers of several Florida investment com- 
panies. Six or seven at least of these compa- 
nies advertise their existence in London: 
Others discreetly hide their business. 

On inquiring at the “East Florida Land & 
Improvement OCompary’s” in Leadenhall 
street I was assured that all the company’s 
land lay near St. Augustine. Nothing was pre- 


viously known of the frauds as 
they were exposed in the United 
States. The “Florida Land & Colonization 


Company” of No. 13 Austin Friars was next 
visited. Several pamphiets, more flowery than 
the Land of Flowers itself, were handed to 
me in answer to questions about orange groves 
and emigration. By its own account the com- 
pany owns ‘70,000 acress of land of the 
choicest character for sale, between 274° and 
oN of latitude. The land selected is the best 
in each locality, and the settlers are 
offered a choice of great variety. 
The company owns the Sanford 
Grant, including the Town of Sanford, 
the Powell and Mackennar grants, large tracts 
in Hilisboro County, south of Tampa, and 
large tracks in Manatee, Hernando, and Polk 
Counties. Polk County is described in the 
pamphlets as salubrious and attractive. As 
clinching arguments the purcebasers are told 
that the South Florida Railway 
passes through the company's land, 
and that sanitary reports give the State the 
first place in the Union as regards bealthful- 
ness. lasked the price of land in this earthly 
paradise. It ran from $20 to $50 an acre. An 
official assured me it would be against the tradi- 
tions of the company to accept purchase-money 
for land before inspection or to take out emi- 
grants, but on reflecaon he thought that, if 
very much pressed, the company might con- 
sent to receive money as a deposit for land, 
and hinted that a personally-conducted voyage 
might be arranged. The speaker had read the 
criticisms of the New York papers on Florida 
swindies. Said one man connected with 
a reputable company: Mr. Tait neyer 
saw Florida until he took out the Sara- 
sota party. He bad bought a quantity of 
worthiess land at nominai price of the Florida 
Land & Improvement Company of No. 80 
Lombard street, which has something to do 
with Disston. He persuaded his dypes that be 
knew all about the country and got a number 
of big Scotch swells to back tim. He sold land 
at about £2 10s an acre. He says it cost 
him $2.25 an acre, but the real price, I be 
lieve, was about 75 cents. Our own land we 
sell at prices ranging from 82 to $5 at the high- 
est. Excellent uncleared land can be had for 
$2. The idea of asking £2 10s is monstrous.” 


GERMANY. 
SETTLING BER DIFFERENCES WITH FRANCE 
OVER THE AFRICAN AFFAIR. 
’ Berurn, Feb. 3.— The agreement between 
France and Germany regarding their respect- 
ive possessions on the west coast of Africa and 
in the South Sea has been submitted to the 
Reichstag. The agreement contains an amicable 
understanding with respect to the rival claims 
of the two Powers to the territory lying on 
Biafra Bay, Germany surrendermg her as- 
sumed sovereignty and protectorate over all 
that part of the country lying south of the 
River Campo, and France abandoning all claim 
to any territory north of that river. France 
recognizes a German protectorate over the Togo 
Territory, Porte Seguro, and Little Popo, on 
the Guinea coast, the froutiers of which are to 
be fixed by a commission, the starting-place to 
be at a point on the coast betweed Little Popo 
and Agoona. Germany renounces all claim to 
the territory on the Coast of Senegambia 
between Rio Numes and Mellacerev, especially 
Koba and Kabitai, and agrees to refrain from 
interposing any obstacies in the way of a 
French occupation of the New Hebrides, 
France agreeing to put the Hamburg firm of 
Colin upon the same footing as French firms in 
Koba and Kabitai concerning freedom of 
trade, acquisition of land, and payment of 
taxes and customs. Germany concedes to 
King Meusa the same position in Porto Seguro 
as that enjoyed by him under the Protectorate 


of France. 
SILVER AND ALCOHOL, 


Lonpow, Feb. 3.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. |—It is intimated in Berlin 
that the opposition to Prince Bismarck's 
scheme for a Goverpment monopoly of the 
alcohol trade, which is led by Baron von 
Schorlemer-Alst, is intended as a counter- 
attack to the partial opposition displayed by 
Herr von Scholz, the Minister of Finance, to 
the monetization of silver. The Baron isa 
friend and probably an instrument of Dr. 
Windthorst, but the latter has determined to 
maintain silence until the Chancellor indicates 
a disposition to bargain silver for alcohol. 


FRANCE. 
PRINCE LEOPOLD DEAD—A SERIOUS STRIKB. 
Paris, Feb. 3.—Prince Leopold, hereditary 
Prince of Arhalt, died at Cannes today. 


[Prince Leopold Frederic, the hereditary Prince 
of Anhalt, was one of the wealthiest of those Ger- 
man Princes who were mediatized when their do- 
mains were absorbed by the German Eapire. He 
was a kinsman of Emperor William through his 
mother, who was a daughter of the Emperor's 
uncle, the late Prince Frederic Louis Charles. 


A serious strike is in progress at St. Quentin, 
Department of Aisne. The weavers in four 
cotton-milis there have quit work, and today 
they engaged in a riotous demoustration. A 
force of gendarmes finally succeeded in dis- 
persing the mob. The troops were confined to 
the barracks during the disturbances. An ex- 
tension of the strike is feared. 7

THE EASTERN MUDDLE 
GREECE'S POSITION—THE TURKO-BULGA- 
RIAN AGREEMENT. 

Loxpox, Feb. 3.—The Greek Government, 
replying to the second note from the Powers, 
says it considers any restraint offered to the 
free disposal of tne Hellenic forces incom- 
patible with Greek independence, and there- 
fore declines responsibility for an eventual 
conflict, 

The Turco-Bulgarian agreement confirms the 
appointment of Prince Alexander as perma- 
nent Governor of Eastern Roumelia, provides 
for mutual neip to repel a foreign invasion, 
and gives Turkey control of some Mussulman 
villages in Roumelia by means of a commis- 
sion appointed under the sanction of Prince 
Alexander. In other respects the agreement | 
is drawn up in accordance with the provisions 
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higbest authority that the reports are without 
foundation, and that the Bavarian Ministers. 
so far from urging the King to abdicate, have 
discussed the propriety of prosecuting for iibel 
those German and Austrian journais which 
bave been publishing the reports in question. 

The King some time ago intrusted to Herr 
Lutz, one of his Ministers, who enjoys his en- 
tire confidence, the task of drawing up an 
exact statement of his peouniary situation, 
which was accomplished satisfactorily, and ne- 
cot iations are now gomg on between the King’s 
Commissary and a firm of bankers to raise a 
loan covermg all the royal debts. The Bava- 
rian Ministry bave never either drawn up a 
grand remonstranece, if I may the 
phrase, or banded in their resignations. The 
whole affair is the result of a very complicated 
intrigue, in which the Austrian Feudal party 
and the Ultramontanes play the leading role. 
This also explains the fact that the semi-officia! 
Pesther Lioyd contradicts the calumnies of its 
sem -official colleague, the 
inspirers of the Lioyd are the bitterest 
enemies of the Feudal party, which inspires the 
Fremdenbiatt, Count Taaffe’s organ. 

The facts are these: Bavaria and King Louis 
remain stanch to the German Empire, and 
this provokes the wrath of Austria. King, 
despite his anhappy proclivity to rival the 
building extravagance of Louis Quatorze of 
France, enjoys the deepest respect of all true 
Germans, including the Emperor, the Crown 
Prince, and Prince Bismarck, who know him 
to be one of the strongest bulwarks against all 
—and especially the Ultramontane—enemies of 
united Germany. It will be noted that these 
attacks on the unfortunate King have been re- 
newed just at the moment when the announce- 
ment of the betrothal of Prince William of 
Wiirtemberg to a Protestant Princess became 
known. This event destroyed at a singie 
stroke the sanguine hopes secretly cherished 
by the Austrian Feudai and Uitramontane par- 
ties, and by the whole crew of Bourbons and 
other dispossessed princelings who hoped to re- 
enter Germany via Würtemberg by means of 
the Catholic Duke William.

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 8.—[Special.)—A 

daring diamond robbery was attempted about 
8 o’ciock this evening at the store of 8. 8. 
Baker, Sixth and Main streets. Two clerks, A. 
M. Oehler and R. F. Mohr, were in the store at 
the time: A stranger entered and asked to 
look at some diamonde. He was recog- 
nized as a man who had been in 
the store before and spoke of buying for his 
sister. The case was placed on the counter 
and, after some conversation, the stranger 
grabbed a handful and started for the door. 
Mohr jumped over the counter, caught him by 
the coat, and was cut and beaten over the 
head with the butt of a revolver. Oehler came 
to his assistance and was met with a shot from 
the robber’s revolver, the same taking 
effect in Oehler’s neck. The robber had 
downed Mohr by this time and gotten outside, 
but fired again through a window, exchanging 
shots with the wounded clerk, and started on 
the run, while Motr vigorously yelled, “Stop 
thief!" Cries brought C. H. Surrels, a car- 
penter, to his assistance, who made an effort to 
stop the thief and fared the worst of the three 
men injured, receiving a bullet in the mouth, 
ese 9 out his lower teeth, going through the 
base of his tongue, and lodging in the back of 
bis neck. The Police-Surgeon thinks Surreis 
may recover. The murderer and robber con- 
tinued bis flight east on Sixth street to Walnut, 
turned the corner, and was seen no more. He 
left his bat in the scuffie with Mohr. This is 
about the only clew. The store where the af- 
fair occurred is the property of Baker, whose 
insane freak a few Sundays ago imperiled the 
lives of the two McConnell children and ren- 
dered Maud Long, their rescuer, Kansas City’s 
favorit beroine.

Jowa’s Finances—Thrilling Prohibition 
Debate in the Hawkeye Senate on 
Sutton’s Proposition. 


The Massachusetts Assembly—New York 
Wants the Government to Take 
Her Canals. 


Corvus, O., Feb. 3.— Special. |—Tomorrow 
the Senatorial caucuses will consider the com- 
promise measures proposed by the Conference 
Committee. Fortwo weeks they bave been 
wmoubatm the plan. If the scheme they bave 
evolved does not get through the party 
caucuses, the time will have been wasted 
and tne bell will ring for the 
second act of the Senatorial caucus. Ap at- 
tempt will be made to have a circus of the 
Democratic Senators in the office of the Aud 
itor of State at 9 o'clock tomorrow morning, 
and one of the Repu biican Senators in the office 
of the Secretary of State at the same hour. If the 
Senators do not convene early enough to have 
the caucuses at this hour, the Senate will at 10 
o'clock take a recess until 3 o'clock, and the 
caucus will de beld at 10:30, or, if the cau- 
cuses meet at 9 and an agreement is 
mot reached by 10 o'clock a _ recess 
will be taken. The plan submitted by 
the sub-committee was agreed upon by the full 
Conference Committee of five Republican 
and five Democratic Senators after being 
discussed nearly all day. Senator Pavey 
(Republican) was the only one who ob 
jected to it. The Conference Committee was 
afraid opposition from the outside 
to their plan would“ develop if they 
made it public, and they refused to give it all 
out today for publication. If agreed on by the 
caucuses today it wil be immediately adopted 
by the Senate, as it is in the form of a set of 
rules to govern the preliminaries to 
the hearing of the Hamilton County 
aases. It provides for increasing 
the present Committee on Priviieges and Elec- 
tions, which now consists of seven members 
—five Democrats and two Republicans—to nine, 
by the appointment of two more Republicans 
on the committee, making it consist of five Dem- 
ocrats and four Repubiicans. The Republican 
Senators are to select three Republican Sena- 
tors from this committee and the Democrats 
to select three Democratic Senators, who are 
to form the commission of six to go to Cinein- 
nati to receive tne evidence in the Hamilton 
County contests, which is to be by this com- 
mittee ciasstfied and presented to the Senate in 
open session witbout recommendation. 

The cases of the four contestees —Brasbears, 
Hopple, Kuennert. and Wilson—are to be acted 
on by the Senate in all abetieu order. The 
classification of the evidence by tne committee 
is not a very important feature, and the whole 
pian dows not d.ffer materially from that under 
discussion for several days. Any dis- 
putes in the commission as to the 
advisability of testimony are to be decided by 
an outside arbitrator. If the plan is agreed on 
dy the caucuses tomorrow it wll be put iato 
effect at once, and the commission appointed in 
the aiternoon. The commission will then pro- 
ceed at once to C ncinonati to take testimony. 
Several reports of details not given in the 
above were floating about tonight, but none of 
them were rell able or official.

est. At the close of the last fiscal year, June 
80, 1885, the outstanding warrants of the State 
amounted to $765,524.53. The cash on band 
amounted to $147,131.94, leaving a net deficit 
of $618,372.59. At the close of business hours 
last Saiurday night these outstanding war- 
amounted to $976,627.33. The cash 
leaving a 
present indebted ness of $851,000.36. 
It is proposed tuat this sum shail be paid off 
from the generai revenue during the next two 
years, before any pew enterprises are under- 
taken. There is no complaint that the deficit 
was caused by extravagant appropriations, for 
it bas gone largely for new buildings and other 
improvements in the various institutions; but 
there is much criticism of the last General As- 
sembly that should make such large appropria- 
tions without providing means for meeting 
them. 

The Treasurer says that with economy and 
prudence the whole deficit can be wiped out in 
the next two sears. This seems to be the pol- 
icy of the Legisiature, and retrenchment and 
economy are buried at every proposition for 
an unusual or extraordinary appropriation. 
Iowa proposes to get out of debt by the sbort- 
est road, and, as the Constitudon forbids the 
funding of any debt over $250,000, the only 
‘way to do it is to pay the deficit from the cur- 
rent revenues. , 

There was a premature explosion of Prohi- 
bition oratory in the Senate this afternoon, 
which was quite sta thing for a little wh le. but 
not serious in its effects. Senator Sutton’s bill 
providing that the State mey take change of 
venue in criminal cases on the simple motion 
of the District-Attorney or Attorney-General 
was reported back by tne Judiciary Committee 
witb the recommendation that it be indefinitiy 
postponed. Senutor Sutton thereupon asked 
for the reasons of this recommendation. The 
the Judiciary Committee, 
said that it pro- 
poseu to do away with one 
of the fundamental rigbts which every man 
claimed when accused-—to be tried by a jury 
of bis vicinage. Senator Sutton forthwith 
leunched into an excitmg argument for his 
bili, and the friends of “Magna Charta put 
the old instrument on trial. Sutton main- 
tained that in sixty-six cities and towns of the 
State the Prohibitory lav was openly disre- 

and violated, and it was shown that 
w-breakers could not be convicted of their 
Crimes, and that the State should, in order 
to vindicate itself. be allowed to transfer 
the cases to communities where a fair jury 
id be obtained. He said some of the Pro- 
sbitionists were so full of zeal that they 
screamed iustily from be house-tops tor the 
enforcement of prohioition; but when effect ua 
means were proposed they drew back and re- 
fused to take hold of them. He said be was 
sick and tired of so much talk that seemed to 
be made only for political effect.

In the House today a bill was introduced 
making it unlawful to paste the names of can- 
didates on election tickets of the opposing 
party. In the Senate a bill was introduced to 
provide for local or county boards of ar- 
bitration to settle disputes between 
employers and employés. It provides that 
District Judges may, on application, appoint 
a board of four who may choose a fifth if 
necessary, and their findings shall be entered 
on the court records with lesal foree. It is 
substantially what is known as the Onio law 
on this subject. The Senate concurred in the 
House resolution memorializing Congress to 
tavor the Henuepin Canal.

NEW YORK WANTS A CANAL SUBSIDY. 

ALBANY, N. V., Feb. 3.— The following reso- 
lutions, offered in the Senate today, were 
ordered pr.nted: 

WHEREAS, The Erie and Oswego Canals are 
highways of National commerce between seaboard 
and interior of the American continent; and 

WHEREAS, The canals for sixty years have been 
maintained at the expense of New York State. and 
are now the only waterways within the boundaries 
of the United States between the great West and 
the seaboard whereby the commerce of the great 
lakes is connected with tidewater; and 

WHEREAS, It has been deemed expedient by the 
State of New York, in the interest of the labor and 
commerce of the whole of the country, to remove 
the canal tolls and make the canals open and free 
to commerce of the United States; and 

WHEREAS, It is believed that an expenditureffof 
$5.000,000 in improving the Oswego and Erie Canals, 
by giving them nine feet depth of water through- 
out and by lengthening the locks of one tier, will 
be greatly to the commercial advantage of the sev- 
enteen Western States and Territories and five 
New England States, and 

WHEREAS, New York expends annually 8400. 000 
in maintaining the canals, and, as the improvement 
of the canais is of Nationa! importance, it is just, 
eqvitabie, and wise that the Federal Government 
should bear the expense of the improvement; 
therefore, : 

Resolve d. That New York Representatives be re- 
quested to support the Weber bil! in Congress, and 
ia return pledge that che State will forever keep 
the canals free. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 3.— Special. — Today 
as the last day in the Massachusetts Legis- 

ature for the introduction of new business 
under the rules. The consequence was that a 
large number of important bills were intro- 
duced. A petition was received from Ovrrus 
W. Field and James Wormser of New York, 
who made the nigdbest bid on the New York & 
New England Railroad bonds which were sold 
to a Boston syndicate, that they should be in- 
demnified by the State, and that a full and fair 
investigation should be made; and that, al- 
though they were citizens of New York. they 
should be allowed to testify before the Legis- 
lature. . 

Gen. Hazard Stevens introduced an order to 
abolish the Common Council and to give the 
Mayor absolute controi of all appointments; 
also to increase the Board of Aldermen frum 
twelve to thirty-two, and to have the city elec- 
tions occur biennially. Mr. Doherty intro- 
duced an order to abolish the famous Metro- 
politan Police Board, and Mr. Dwyer of Boston 
an order that the law which compels liquor 
saioons to close at 11 o'clock be abolished. 
Mr. Tobia, who was recently elected Command- 
er of the Massachusetts Division of the Grand 
Army, introduced a bil) to exempt soldiers and 
sailors from all civil-servive laws and 
rules. A number of capitalists petitioned that 
they be allowed to form a stock company for 
the purpuse of building an elevated railroad in 
Boston. An order was read for a new division 
of wards, to be made by the Supreme benoh 
of the State, to secure non-partisan action. 
Two bills were introduced for the appointment 
of a Board of Arbitration to decide all labor 
difficulties througbout the State. 


NO RAILROAD COMMISSION FOR WASHING-

In an in- 
terview on the subject of the new society Dr. 
Mott spoke as follows: “As the President of 
the Pasteur Institute recentiy organized in 
this city I was authorized to ask M. Pasteur 
if be would allow us to send a competent phy- 
sician to go into bis laboratory and receive in- 
structions under his personal direction. For 
some reason an adverse reply was given, with 
the statement that we were going too fast. M. 
Pasteur was evidently misied as to the reul 
object of our proposed investigations. No 
doubt be was overrun by American curiosity- 
seekers, who besieged his laboratory merely to 
gratify a whim of the moment and gain noto- 
riety. Ithink that when M. Pasteur fully un- 
derstands the sincerity and character of our 
work be will no longer refuse.“ Dr. Mott fur- 
ther said that only those who had seen cases 
of genuine bydrophobia bad a faint dea of its 
terrors. The man who could prevent its fatal 
effects was a benefactor to the race in the 
deepest sense of the word. Uniess one were a 
physician and forced to stand by the bedside 
of a man dying of the rabies nothing could in- 
duce him to remain in the room during the 
last awful paroxysm.

Mo., Feb. 3.—[Special.)—Owing 
to the blizzard which settied down on the city 
and vicinity this morning railroad traffic has 
again been suspended. The mercury began to 
fall rapidly last evening and at 8 o'clock this 
morning registered 12° below zero. The sleet 
and snow. which fell through the Southeast and 
Southwest has impeded travel greatly. The 
Iron Mountain train for Texas, which left here 
yesterday morning, is at Neeleysvilie, Ark., 
just below Poplar’ Biuff, snow-bound. The 
north-bound train is delayed at Judsonia, Ark., 
by snow. Two other trains are bheid at Poplar 
Bluff. Heavy snows and sleet are reported 
away down the line of the {ron Mountain and 
at places where snow is receiving its first in- 
troduction. Even the Cairo Short Line and 
Louisville & Nashville trains are snowed in at 


points in Illinois. 

LovisvILue, Ky., Feb. 3.—(Special.}—Re- 
ports from counties in the interior indicate 
that the fall of snow within the last two days 
bas been unusuall, heavy for Kentucky, and 
in various parts of the State heavier than ever 
known before. The avecage depth in this vi- 
cinity is about four inches, but in the north- 
eastern section a ful of tweuty-seven incues is 
reported. Trains, as a rule, are running on 
time, but business has felt we storm and is 
temporarily deadened. The rivers are ali full 
of ice and navigation suspended. Some loss is 
reported to live stock in the interior, but not 
so much as has been known before. It is ex- 
pected that the mercury will tall below zero 
tonight. Today, however, the weather has not 
been too cod ior sleigbing. 

Fort Smits, Ark., Feb. 3.—Twelve inches of 
snow fell here yesterday. The storm was the 
worst ever known in tbis section. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 3.—The snow-storm 
of yesterday and last night was one of the 
severest ever experienced in this State. The 
storm continued from daylight Tuesday till 
daylight today, and prevailed throughout the 
State. The turnpikes and roads inevers direc 
tion are impassabie. Reports irom points 
in upper Middle Teanessee say the 
snow drifted badly in that section. 
effectually stopping all travel gener- 
ally. All stage coaches are snow-bound 
and do not hope to be able to travel for several 
du s. All the city schools adjourned today, it 
being impossible for the children to reach the 
buildings. The average depth of the snow is 
twenty inches. Business was practically sus- 
pended durmg the ent re day. Ra: road traffic 
is almost completely blocked in every direc- 
tion, including the Louisville & Nasbvilie, 
Nashville & Northwestero, and Cincinnati 
Southern. In various parts of West Tennessee 
the snow is reported from twenty-two to thirty 
inches deep. 

New Orveans, La., Feb. 3.—[Special. |—The 
trains on the Iilinois Central are several bours 
behing. The train due at 6 tonight is reported 
stuck in a enow-bank north of Jackson, Tenn. 
Soow-storms are reported as tar south aa 
Natchez, Miss. There was a fall of 30° at Jack- 
son, Miss., but only asligut fall here. There 
was a gale on the river afew miles above New 
Orleans last night. 

RicHMOND, Va., Feb. 3.—The severest snow- 
storm for several years prevailed bere all day. 
The snow tonight is from six to eight inches 
deep. The thermometer bas falien 22° in the 
last twenty-four bours. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 3.—A snow-storm set 
in at 2:30 this morning. Up to 1 o'clock six 
and a half inches has fallen. The Pennsyiva- 
nia Railroad trains are all on time. The Balti- 
more & Ohio is suffering but littie detention. 

WasuinoTon, D. C., Feb. 3.—Snow began 
falling bere at an early hour this morning and 
at noon bad reached a depth of six inches. 

SraustTon, Va., Feb. 3.—Snow has fallen 
bere toadepth of fifteen inches, and is stil 
fallin rapidiy. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 3.—[ Special. |—Snow 
began falling throughout this section at 12 
o'clock last nigut. and fell to a depth of ten 
inches in the vaileys. Reports from the mount- 
ains of Western North Carolina say that in 
places the snow is from two to four ieet deep. 
All trains from that direction are delayed. 

JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 3.—[ Special. —It is im- 
possib.e to give particulars of the snow-storm, 
the telegraph wires north being prostrated be- 
tween Jackson and Memphis and tra.ns de- 
layed. The weather here is intensely cola, with 
a light fall of snow during the entire day. 

HARRISONBURG, Va., Feb. 3.—The snow is 
eighteen inches deep on a level and. drifted 
from six to ten feet deep. The mercury is 12° 
above zero. 

Mempais, Tenn., Feb. 3.—([Special.|—The 
snow which fell in this latitude all of yester- 
day and until midnight last night was the 
deepest ever known. Along the line of the 
Illinois Central Railroad, between Milan and 
Jackson, Tenn., it averaged neurly two feet in 
depth, and all trains on that 
line are snow- bound. Trains on 
the Louisville & Nashville, Memphis & Charles 
ton, and all other roads leading iato Memphis 
are delayed from eight to twenty hours. Nev- 
er before was there such an interruption of 
travel on account of snow. Tonight the 
weather is clear and cold, with indications that 
a general thaw will set in by Friday. 


IN LAINOIS. 

Catro, III., Feb. 8.\—[Special.|—The snow- 
storm of yesterday was by tar the worst ever 
known in th.s section! There has been no 
through train trom New Orleans on the Iilinois 
Central in two days. From Cairo to Martin, 
Tenn., a distance of over fifty miles, the raii- 
road-tracks are buried in snow to a depth in 
some places of six teet. Insomeof the deep 
cuts the snow is reported to have filled in to 
the deptn of twelve feet. All trains from Chi- 
cago to New Orleans are detained bere, and 
Cairo is full of Chicago people who are en 
route to the South. The raiiroad officials can 
give no definit information as to when the 
biockade will be cleared, but hope to get a 
train through before morning. 

Cuester, III., Feb. 3.—[Special.j—About 3 
o'clock yesterday morning this section was 
visited by the heaviest snowstorm of the win- 
ter, accompanied by a bümg wind from the 
northwest. The fall continued without inter- 
mission until late in the aiternoon. After its 
cessation the mercury began to fail rapidly 
and this morning registered 12° below zero. 
The whole country is covered with snow to the 
depth of six incues and in many places it is 
badiy drifted. Our mals. however, have not 
been impeded. It is bitterly cold tonight, with 
a prospect of a further tail of the thermometer 
betore morning.

SNOW-SLIDES IN COLORADO. 

DENVER, Colo., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—A report 
reached here this evening by letter announcing 
a destructive snow-slide at Telluride, in which 
the buildings and a portion of the Nellie 
Tramway were carried away. The let 
ter, from one of the men working 
on the mine, says the slide came 
down through the gu ch where the Nellie mine 
is located and dumpod into Bear Creek, reach- 
ing nearly to the Golden Group Millis, and 
ruuum a distance of over one mile. 
The buildings at the Nellie mine are badly 
smashed up, and the men who were in the 
mine at the t me were compe.led to live in the 
tunnel five days before the storm ceaspd. 
After passing over the Nellie boarding-nouse 
the slide continued down Bear Creek Gulch, 
sweeping away about half of the Boofvot 
Tramway. Fortunately no one was hurt, but 
the damage to property will be about $5,000. 

Anower slide is reported to bave occurred at 
Opbir, running over the Summit and Nettie 
cabins, and giving the Town of Opbir a close 
call. Both mines have large and commodious 
buildings, and if this report proves true they 
wil suffer considerable loss. 

Two years ago was supposed to be one of the 
worst winters ever experienced in the State ot 
Colorado, but thus far the present is stil! more 
severe. Since the 15th of January there bas 
been more snowfall in Colorado tban 
ever beiore, and the deatb-rate is nearly 
double. Uptothe present there have been 
fourteen deaths in San Juan and nine at As- 
pen, Breckinridge, Gothic, and other portions 
of the State. Two years ago there were re- 
ported twenty-seven men killed by snow- 
slides. 


A SURPRISE IN MEXICO. 

Ciry or Mexico, Feb. 3.—Snow fell to the 
depth of four inches at Mexicaleingo, four miies 
from this city, yesterday afternvon. This is 
the first snow that has fallen in this vicinity 
since 1856. The tops of all the adjacent mount- 
ains were also whitened.

George L. Lerillard, the Brother of 
Pierre, Dies at Nice of Gen- 
eral Debility. 


A Famous Turfman, Known to Two 
Continents—The Death of Jo- 
seph Doutre. 


Eulogies on the Late George D. Baldwin 
at Boston Various Other Mortu- 
ary Matters. 


Nick, Feb. 3.—| Via Mackay-Rennett Cable to 
The Tribune. —Mr. George L. Lorillard died 
here todur. He came here in the hope that the 
mild climate would have a beneficial effect 
upon his bealth, which bas been bad for sev- 
eral years. 

[Mr. Lorillard was formerly President of the 
Monmouth Park Race Association, and brother of 
Pierre. In March, 1684, Mr. Lorillard advertised 
the thoroughbreds and his country seat, with the 
traning stables and track, at Islip, Long Island. 
for sale. Mr. Lorillard’s determination to retire 
from racing was due to his bealth, which had been 
bad for many years. He usually 1 his 
winters in his villa at St. Augustine, Fla. Mr. Lor- 
illard was the Lord Falmouth of the American turf 
and did much to sustain the dest interests of 
racing. Among the conquerors which have borne 
the familiar blue and orange of Mr. Lorillard to 
brilliant triumph were Tom Ochiltree, Duke of 
Magenta, Sensation, Spinaway, Grenada, Loula- 
nier, Danger, Harold, Ferida, Monitor, and Loui- 
setta. Mr. Loriilard’s face and figure and his 
frank, hearty manner were familiar on all the great 
Eastern race-tracks. He was extremely lame from 
hip disease, and either a heavy cane or a crutch 
wus always in use.] 

MONTREAL, Que., Feb. 3.—Joseph Doutre, O. 
C., whose name some years ago became cele- 
brated for the part he took as counsel against 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy here in the 
Guibord case, died this morning. 

To the end he refused to receive a priest, his 
last words being: “I die as I have tried to 
live, bonestly and charitably to all men.“ It is 


said the Seminary of St. Sulpice will, as in the 
case of Guibord, refuse to bury bim in tne 
cemetery. Doutre was one of the ablest of 
Canadian lawyers and represented Canada at 
the Halifax Fishery Commission. 

Guibord was a member of a literary 
society. Among the volumes to be found 
in its library were copies of Voltaire’s 
and Paine’s writings. The Roman Catholic 
Officials endeavored to suppress these works, 
and GDord was ordered to sever has conneo- 
tion with the society. He refused. He died, 
and, although owning ground in the cemetery, 
his body was den:ed (he right of burial. Doutre, 
as counsel for tne estate, fought the matter in 
the courts to a successful end, and the body 
was interred. 

As a precaution against vandalism a stone 
weighing fifty tons was placed over the grave, 
and a guard pat rolled the churchyard for some 
months. The church dignitaries afterwards 
ordered the ground in which the body lay to 
unconsecrated. '

MAJ.-GEN. DAVID HUNTER, 

ihe briel od tuary published yesterday 
morping of Maj.-Gen. David Hunter, wao 
died the day before at Washington, D. C., was 
imperfect in that it made no mention of his 
close connection with Chicago. Gen. Hunter, 
who was born in the District of Coiumbia, was 
a cadet at West Point from 1218 to 1822, when 
he graduated, and was promoted to Second- 
Lieutenant. He served on trontier duty first 
at Fort St. Anthony, Miun., from 1823 to 1825; 
then at Fort Snelling from 1825 to 
1826, and at Fort Crawford, Wis... in 
1827. In 1828 he cameto Ch cago and was on 
duty for about three years at old Fort Dear- 
born. While here he became acquainted with 
and married one of the comparatively few 
white women living here. That was Maria, the 
daughter of John and Elenor Kinzie. In a let- 
ter written by Geo. Hunter to the Calumet Club 
Reception Committee in 1879 be says: More 
than balf a century since 1 first came to Chi- 
cago on horseback from St. Louis, stopping on 
the way at the log cabins of the eariy settlers 
and passing the last house at the wouto of Fox 
River. Iwas married in Chicago, baving to 
send a soldier 160 miles on foot to Peoria for a 
license. The northern counties in the State 
had not then been organized, .and were at- 
tached to Peoria County.” The wife of Gen. 
Huater was a sister of Robert Allen Kinzie, 
who during the War was a Paymaster, and 
who died in this city in 1873. Gen. Hunter de- 
came a First-Lieutenant of the Fifth Intantry 
in 1828, and Captain of the Fist 
Dragoons in 1834. He resigned from 
the army July 4 £1836, and went 
into business in this city with John H. Kiozie 
at warehousmg, etc. He was also one of the 
stockbolders of the Lake House, the great 
hotel ot the day, which was finished eariy in 
the fall of 1836. It was built of brick, on the 
coroner of Michigan and Rush streets. During 
this period Gen. Hunter became the owner of 
of a large amount of Chicago real estate, the 
bulk of which he disposed of and some 
of which be retained until a compara- 
tively late period. Among nis holdings at one 
time was the land between North avenue and 
Division street and State and Sedgwick streets. 
which he sold in 1834 to Arthur Bronson of 
New Fort for $20,000, who su: divided it and 
disposed of it the next year for about $100,000. 
It was not long, buwever, before Gen. Hunter 
got tired of civilian life, and in 1842 be was re- 
appointed to the army with the rank of Major 
and Paymaster. He served in the Mex can 
War as Chief Paymaster of Gen. Wool's column, 
which marched througb Chihuahua in 1846. He 
was promoted to Colonel of tne Sixth Cavalry 
in 1861, and during the same year was made a 
Brigadier and then Major-General of volun- 
teers. His military service was mainly early 
in the War in the val.eys of Virginia. During 
the latter part of the Rebellion, being then ad- 
vanced in years, the duties which tell upon 
him were less responsible. He was President 
of the court which tried Mrs. Surratt, Payne, 
Haroid, and the other accomplices of Booth, 
and was at various times member of ditferent 
military boards. He was one of the few o- 
cers of the regular army who, at the outbreak 
of the War, were strong anti-lavery men. 

GEORGE D. BALDWIN. 

The funeral services of George D. Baldwin, 
the deceased member of the Board of Trade, 
were held at his late residence, No. 2925 Pruirie 
avenue, yesterday afternoon. A large number 
of reiatives and friends were present. The 
Rev. Dr. Scudder, of whose church Mr. Bald- 
win was a constant member, conducted the 
service.

Phillips boarded up to the time of her disap- 

pearance. ; 

Mrs. Goldsmith stated that Mrs. Rice and her 
husband lived at her bouse for about a year 
together, and that Mrs. Kice continued to live 
there a ter securing ber divorce till she went 
to Toledo, O., to marry Mr. Phillips. 
An examination of the court records showed 
that Catherine Rice was granted a divorce 
from George R ce by Judge Tuley March 4, 
1885, on the grounds of cruelty. Mrs. Rice in 
her evidence testified that she was married to 
George Rice in Tennessee Jan. 8. 1878. The 
decree gave her power to resume ber maiden 
name of Catherine Colmar Demoviile. 

The landlady of the bouse, near Michigan 
avenue and Fourteenth street, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Phillips last boarded stated, to a TRIBUNE 
reporter that they took rooms with her early 
in the fali, and had not been long in the 
house before there were indications that they 
were iiving very unbappily together. She ran 
up excessive bills for dress, and generally used 
the old man very badiy. The scar that Mrs. 
Phillips was exbibiting as a mark of her bus- 
band’s brutality was received accidentally. 
Mrs. Phillips raised a kitchen poker to deal the 
old man a blow over tne bead. and be in rais- 
ing bis cane to ward off the biow scratched her 
face. She once threw a paper-weight at his 
bead, and it crasbed through the front parlor 
window A week ago Friduy, by way of variety, 
she tbrew a flatirvo at ber husband, and was 
rewarded next da with a $380 seulskin sacque. 
The trouble al: along was over the letters that 
she was receiving from Rice, one of these ar- 
riving the very day that she got the 
sealskin sacque. When she found that 
Rice’s letters to ber were being inter- 
cepted she arranged to have them directed 
to the care of the servants, and several came 
in this way over three weeks ago. A week 
ago last Tuesday she ci we home early in the 
afternoon, packed her trunks, and left witnout 
making any explanation. When Mr. Phillips 
came home in the evening she and the trunks 
were gone. 

A. neatly-dressed young woman, with 
heavy bionde bangs, named Mary Weller, 
called at Tux Tripune office yesterday after- 
noon, and ber story, if it # to be credited, in- 
troduces one or two rather startling features 
into the case. She was, according to her state- 
ment, :ntroduced to George Rice, when residing 
with her sister on West Van Buren street, 
last July, and after some little acquaintance 
he induced her to give up her friends and live 
with bim. Some time after se says she dis- 
covered from the letters which he received 
that he was a married man and that bis wife 
and three children lived on a farm at Armada, 
Mich. Sone claims that Rice told ber that he 
had lived with Mrs. Pbiliios for four years and 
that the divorce was only a scheme to make 
Phillips believe that she was a respectable wom- 
an. Mrs. Phillips knew Rice had a lawful wife at 
Armada, Mich., ana so needed no divorce from 
bim. She says Rice provided for his wife and 
children in Micbigan, and last week sent $85 
worth of clothing to them from Chicago.

In his canvass be has select- 
ed milliners and modistes as his victims, and 
for the last two months milliners and dress- 
makers in Onio, Indiana, lilinois, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, and Kansas have 
been loud in their wail over the way the agent 
bas swindled them. Their voices have been 

suppressed at the Inspector's office since they 
first began to complain, but Barton's arrest at 
Atianta, Ga., Tuesday removes the ban of se- 
crecy. His plan bas been to visit country 
towns in the States mentioned, where he would 
appoint one of the guild as an agent for But- 
terick, receive a forfeit, or rather safe deposit, 
as security for the patterns to be sent ranging 
from $1 to $10, leave, and be heard of no more.

FARMERS IN A FIX. 

TWO HUSBANDMEN, OLD ENOUGH TO KNOW 
BETTER, CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY 
AGAINST A BLUE ISLANDER. 

George Westphal and John Boldt, farmers 
each over 40 years oid, were puton trial yes- 
terday before Judge Tuley and a jury charged 
with baving conspired togetber to secure the 
indictment of Henry C. Kuch for the mur- 
der of Paul Stupp of Blue Island. The 
prosecution, represented by Attorneys 
Longenecker and Furtoman, claimed that 
Stupp was not murdered, but that he 
died of biood-poisoning in December, 1882, 
seven months after the flight in which be was 
alleged to have been injured, and that Kuch 
did not hurt Stupp. 

Henry C. Kuch, the prosecuting witness, de- 
nied that he killed Paul Stupp, saying empbat- 
ically: I did not kill him.” Witness got ec- 
quaintea with Stupo in the fall of 1881. The 
witness owned 320 acres of land at Blue Island. 
and Stupp rented premises adjoining. May 4, 
1882, witness, while hauling manure, saw Stupp 
scattermg his (Kucn’s) flook of sheep, & num- 
ber of them runaing out on the bighway and 
the rest going upon a ne.gbbor’s farm. Dri- 
ving near Stupp he leit bis teem in bes little 
daughter's charge, and, taking the manure- 
tork in bis band, bis little shepberd pup to- 
lowing him, be jumped overa bedge and de- 
manded that Stupp nelp him to collect bis 
scattered flock of sheep. Stupp refused, and 
witness threw down the fork and slapped 
Stupp's face. They clinched and fell. After 
getting up witness got bis fork and struck 
Stupp with it on the 18. 

Mr. Greeley, attorney for the defendants, 
said be proposed to show that the witness con- 
spired with a man named Humphrey to make 
out Paula pauper and with Dr. Bluthardtto 
make bim a lunatic. This was deviared irrel- 
evant to the issue. : 

One of the de endants—Boldt—disappeared 
suddenly from the rvom while Mr. Greeley was 
talking, and he could not be found tor some 
time. A bailiff pursued bim and found bim at 
the junch-counter devouring pie and rolls. He 
was brought into court red in the face, and re- 
ceived his scolding meekly, not understanding 
a word oi the court’s rema ks in English. 

Charles Stoper, a young man trom Highland 
Park, said he was in Stupp's bouse the even- 
ing of May 4, 1882, and with bim was Dr. 
Charies Bishop. The deceased was in bed, but 
he got out of it with the agility of a man in the 
best of health at the request of the doctor. 
Court adjourned after this witness testified. 

Kuch was under arrest in 1882. but the grand 
jury refused to indict him tor murder. Boldt 
and Westphal, who had taken care of Strupp 
during bis iliness, which terminated in death, 
had been bequeathed the deceased's rights for 
damages against Kuch, and they brought two 
Civil suits aga.nst him—one beiore Judge Rog- 
ers and the other in Judge Hawes’ court. In 
the first suit an award of $5,000 in favor of the 
piaintiffs was made, but the court set aside the 
judgment because the defense did not put ia 
any evidence. In tbe other case $500 was 
awarded, and that amount was afterward paid 
by Kuch.

THE “STAR” RAILWAY COMPANY. 
THE ORDINANCE ENTITLING IT TO LAY 

TRACKS WILL PROBABLY PASS IF THE 

PROPERTY-HOLDERS WILL CONSENT TO IT. 

The Aldermen seem to know very littie about 
the Star Railway Company, which wants to lay 
tracks on Dearborn, Polk, Fourth avenue, Tay- 
lor, and a number of streets in the Sixth and 
Seventh Wards. Ald. Cullerton, who intro- 
duced the ordinance, said yesterday that John 
P. Altgeld banded it to him in the Council Cham- 
ber with a request that be present it. He was 
not ineiined to do so, Ma Altgeld told him the 
road was partly in bis ward. So he handed 
it in.” The fact that there wes no accompany- 
ing petition of property-owners did not exc.te 
surprise, it being assumed that the Committee 
on Railroads, to whom the document was re- 
ferred, would look into that matter, The pet! 
tion of the company, which is signed by Jobn 
W. Lanebart, President, and C. J. Ford, Secre- 
tary, ends with this: ‘* Petitioner herewith 
presents the petitions of the owners of property 
abutting on said streets. 

Mr. Altgeld said yesterday that the company 
had the consent of the majority of the proper- 
ty-owners on all the streets except Dearborn. 
He bad some of the petitions in bis vault, but 
would not show them for various reasons.“ 
Whion he deciined to give. Otbers were still 
out, not having been perfected. The company 
had spent considerable money in securing the 
requisit signatures. petitions would be 
presented to the Count before action was 
taken. He did not expect the ordinance to 
come up for two or three weeks. He knew 
Frank Adams heid that, under the Horse and 
Dummy act, the Council bad power to grant a 
street-railway franchise without the consent 
of the property-owners, but Judge Tuley de- 
cided to the contrary, and he (Aitgeid) bel eved 
the Supreme Court would sustain Judge 
Tuley. The Star Compauy’s ordinance, if 
passed, would not be worth anything unless 
the consent of the abutting property-owners 
had been ovtained. he wouldn't advise his 
clients to lay tracks under any other circum- 
stances, and to capitalist would doit. There 
was ampie capital back of the 
would be built if the ordinance went through 
the.Council. Asked if aware what the cost of 
a bridge and viaduct and the land damages 
would be at Taylor street, he said the company 
proposed to pay simply two-thirds ot the cost 
of the b:idge and viaduct, which be supposed 
would be trom $60,000 to $100,000. {including 
land damages the cost would be about $500,- 
000.] As to Dearborn’ street, the company ex- 
pected to get it either alone or in connection 
with the Ch cago Company. President Weeks 
of the latter company was asked if he wanted 
Dearborn street, and replied that bedid. He 
understood that the property-owners bad no 
objecuons provided one company did not 
monopolize the tracks. Several Aldermen 
talked with, while y would not commit 
themselves, said y believed the Star 
ordinance would be passed if the company had 
the consent of the property-owners.

The case had been in the 
hands of Mooney & Boland’s men for the lust 
three days, and yesterday morning William 
Williams and John Watson, hands employed in

Ing bas been voted a failure. In view of the 
action taken yesterday to restrain Contractor 
Harlev from collecting his little bill for work 
on the Insane Asylum wing, the celerity with 
which the electric company got their orders 
and transferred them to other parties was 
commended around the board-rooms as an ex- 
ceedingly clever move. “They were up to 
snutf.“ as a County Commissioner expressed it. 

The members of the Charities Committee uf 
the County Board bave been vigorously as- 
sailed by some of the.r brother members over 
since the comm :ttee determined to cut down 
the salaries of male attendants at the Insane 
Asylum from $28 to $25 per month. Tue op- 
ponents of this economical procedure say that 
the salaries cannot be cut down legally, and 
anyhow that the committee has usurped au- 
thority in the matter. The action should be 
submitted to the who.e board for approval. A 
part of the recommendation of the committee 
has been ried into effect already. The sev- 
eral emp. Oyés recommended to be discharged 
have Deen let go by Warden Varnell. The 
other portion has been submitied to the attor- 
ney of the board for bis opinion. The chair- 
mau of the committee defends bis action on 
the ground that the closest economy is neces- 
sary in order to bring the expenditure within 
the limit of the appropriation for paolic chari- 
ties. The male attendants, he says, do not 
work any harder, perbaps not as hard as 
the female employés, who are only paid $25 
per month, the salary recommended by the 
committee for the males. He will stand by 
the action of the committee if the attorney 
deciares it to be legal. Commissioner McUar- 
thy and others say they are opposed to redu- 
cing salaries of any kind. MoUCarthy says that 
the proper way to economize is to reduce the 
force, not to reduce the salaries. There will 
be a lively time over the affair Monday. 

Considerabie complaint is being made around 
the County Building about the manner in 
which Anton Kakuska, the engineer of the 
buildmg, is neglecting bis duty. One of the 
County Commissioners happened to visit the 
engine-room of the building yesterday morn- 
ing. Kakuska was not at his post, the engines 
being in charge of George Dolison, 
his assistant. While the Commissioner 
was present the . electric-light engine 
failed to work properly. through 
negiect, and as a consequence every light that 
was burning in the building was extinguished 
for over ten minutes. Kakuskais said to re- 
tain his position chiefly through the tact that 
be is a relative of a former County Comumis- 
sioner. 

The regular meeting of the County Board of 
Educanon was held yesterday. It was voted 
that in the future the classes from the Normal 
School should graduate in June. The attend- 
ance in che different departments at the Nor- 
mai School for the month of January was as 
tolows: Kindergarten, 35; primary, 133; 
grammar, 149; normal, 215; total, 532. The 
training class numbers 115, out of 215 in the 
normal class. Of these nineteen pupils pay 
for tuition. 


DAKOTA. 

GOV. GIL PIERCE PLEASED AT THE OPEN- 
ING OF THE RESERVATION, BUT DCUBT- 
FUL ABOUT THE ADMISSION OF THE TER- 
RITORY. 

Gov. Gil Pierce of Dakota returned yester- 
day from Washington, extremely well pleased 
over the passage by the Senate of the biil 
opening a portion of the Sioux Reservation to 
settlement. He believed that it would end the 
vextious disputes between the Indians and the 
cattlemen whose stock was continually drift- 
ing into the reservation, only to be killed by 
the Indians or some one else. It would also 
givea great impetus to the development of 
that portion of the Territory, and in the end 
the Indians would be far better off than they 
are at present, roaming over a region as large 
as the State of New York. 

Regarding the chances for the admission of 
South Dakota the Governor did not have much 
to add to the Washington dispatches. The Da- 
kota delegation, he thought, was making a 
very favorabie impression among both Demo- 
crats and Republicans. There was a possi- 
bility that the compromise of admittmg Mon- 
tana at the same time as South Dakota might 
succeed, but hardly a probad lity. The scheme 
to divide the Territory by the north and south 
ine of the Missour: he did not think would 
succeed in the Senate. There was considerable 
disappointment when it was learned that by the 
new rules ot the House the Senate 
bill admittmg Soutu Dakota must first go 
to the House Committee, where it could be 
smotbered without coming deore the House at 
all. Altogther the Governor did not seem in a 
hopeful mood over the prospevt, and remarked 
that it would be an outrage on the Territory if 
something was not done toward increasing its 
legal facilities in case it was not admitted. 

The Governor also gave utterance toa re- 
mark that to the Democratic Senators may 
seem bigbly revolutionary. While in Washbing- 
ton ne offéred to turn over to Gov. Mallette, 
the Governor selected by che Sioux Faiis Con- 
vention, the militia of the Territory for the 
latter’s defense. The militia consists of one 
ablu- bodied Colonel.

There is good reason to believe that 
grain is being taken over the Lackawanna line at 
rates which compare favorably with the official 
tariff, when shippers are taken as the judges. 

The stock of flour in this city at the beginning of 
this month is reported as 90,453 bris, against 37,918 
bris a year ago. Does this fact give a clew to the 
reason why the St. Louis millers wish to shut 
down? If not that it shows where part of the 
visible supply of wheat has gone to. 

The news from St. Louis yesterday morning was 
to the effect that the millers had agreed to shat 
down and withdraw from the wheat market as buy- 
ers. A subsequent telegram said that the country 
was disposed to sell wheat freely there and that 
samples were practically unsalable. It was sup- 
posed that the teresse difficulty of obtaining 
foreign orders for four was the basis of the re- 
solve.
